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MARKET  REMAINS  UPBEAT 

UPWARD  PRICE  PRESSURE  ON  COLLECTOR  NOTES 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

The  demand  for  collectable  paper  money  remains  relatively  strong 
across  a  broad  front.  Circulated  Large  Size  Federal  issues  continue  to 
enjoy  robust  interest.  National  Bank  Notes  with  low  outstanding 
circulation  figures  from  “hot"  states  are  especially  sought-after.  Col¬ 
lectors  also  continue  to  focus  on  uncirculated  Large  Size  Nationals 
regardless  of  bank  rarity. 

Although  the  paper  money  marketplace  is  part  of  the  larger  numis¬ 
matic  market  (and  is  often  associated  with  coins  in  the  minds  of  the 
general  public),  there  are  a  few  essential  differences  which  distinguish 
the  two.  The  coin  market  has  traditionally  attracted  more  "invest¬ 
ment"  oriented  buyers;  indeed,  the  central  theme  of  the  coin  market  in 
the  80s  seems  to  have  been  an  effort  to  attract  such  new  entrants. 
Marketing  was  aimed  at  fostering  the  concept  that  coins  could  legiti¬ 
mately  be  viewed  as  an  investment  vehicle,  in  the  same  sense  as  stocks, 
bonds,  certificates  of  deposit,  or  similar  devices. 

I  feel  it  is  probably  closer  to  the  mark  to  substitute  "Short-term 
speculation"  for  "investment"  as  the  core  of  this  overall  thrust.  Selected 
upward  price  movements  did,  in  fact,  take  place  as  a  result  of  this 
speculation-oriented  cash  influx,  but  it  had  the  unintended  side  effect 
of  causing  a  temporary  withdrawal  of  the  traditional  collector  base. 
When  still  more  speculators  failed  to  enter  the  spending  arena,  prices 
retreated,  only  to  find  little-to-no  support  even  at  lower  levels.  The  coin 
market  witnessed  a  near-collapse  in  prices  from  the  former  speculator 
driven  highs. 

The  paper  money  market  (with  the  exception  of  an  interlude  in  the 
1979-80  period)  has  remained  largely  driven  by  collector  demand. 
Such  buyers  tend  to  hold  purchases  for  relatively  long  periods.  This 
behavior  results  in  price  levels  that  tend  to  be  much  more  stable  (in 
contrast  to  the  speculator  who  tends  to  'unload'  once  his  price-appre¬ 
ciation  goals  are  no  longer  being  met).  Even  the  areas  of  the  paper 
market  generally  deemed  the  strongest  (lower  and  middle  circulated 
Large  Size  Type  Notes)  remain  collector  dominated.  While  prices  for 
selected  coins  during  boom  periods  can  move  up  25%  or  more  in  a 
month  (and  just  as  rapidly  decline),  increases  and  decreases  for  paper 
take  place  much  more  slowly.  Collectors  rarely  jump  in  and  out  of  a 
particular  paper  issue  with  the  same  lemming-like  frenzy  as  coin 
speculators.  The  result  is  a  marketplace  where  prices  are  supported  by 
fundamentals  of  collector  demand  and  not  the  oft-times  illusory 
whims  of  an  ever-shifting  body  of  speculators  reacting  to  the  latest 
vogue  of  the  marketing  set. 

large  size  type  notes 

The  lower  and  middle  circulated  grades  remain  in  strongest  de¬ 
mand  and  subject  to  the  greatest  upward  price  movement.  While 
demand  remains  healthy  for  uncirculated  notes,  there  appears  to  be  a 
rough  balance  between  supply  and  demand.  The  result  is  stable  prices 


that  overall  are  trending  level.  Another  trend  observed  of  late  is  a 
willingness  to  pay  well  in  advance  of  reported  Bid  levels  for  outra¬ 
geously  superb  Gem  notes — a  departure  from  past  buyer  behavior.  To 
obtain  such  premiums,  however,  a  note  must  be  "straight  from  God" 
in  terms  of  color,  centering  and  freedom  from  even  the  most  minor  of 
distractions.  Collectors  of  Large  Type  focus  on  the  "eye  appeal"  of  a 
note  and  not  just  its  grade.  Notes  that  are  well-centered  and  just  plain 
'look  nice'  will  sell  for  more  than  notes  which  might  technically  be  in 
the  same  grade  category  but  in  some  subjective  way  simply  don't  look 
as  good.  Similarly,  buyers  should  remember  that  particularly  good- 
looking  notes  of  any  grade,  if  they  possess  greater  "eye  appeal",  can 
and  will  sell  for  more  than  some  notes  in  a  technically  higher  grade. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

There  are  few,  if  any,  changes  to  report  here.  Small  Type  is  trading 
well  at  current  levels.  Supply  and  demand  are  in  balance,  and  prices 
are  remaining  stable.  As  remarked  here  previously,  Small  Type  is 
attractive  to  both  the  beginner  (due  to  relatively  low  price  levels)  and 
the  advanced  collector  (due  to  the  challenge  and  rewards  of  locating 
rather  subtle  varieties).  The  rare  varieties  enjoy  the  ability  to  be  resold 
at  levels  much  higher  than  their  purely  "type"  counterparts. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  demand  remains  much  stronger  than  several  years  ago. 
Collectors  have  a  seemingly  insatiable  demand  for  inexpensive  and 
lower-grade  notes.  Relatively  abundant  supplies  of  such  entry-level 
material  seems  adequate  to  meet  demand  at  current  levels.  There  is  a 
growing  interest  in  Gem  Notes,  however,  which  seems  greater  than 
existing  supplies.  The  result  is  selected  upward  price  pressure.  Sellers 
should  be  aware  that  Fractional  buyers  can  often  be  "a  bit"  on  the 
exacting  side  and  notes  must  be  particularly  nice  to  qualify  for  Gem 
prices.  When  serious  buyers  do  find  notes  meeting  their  requirements, 
however,  they  can  pay  hefty  premiums  for  exceptionally  nice  material. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  continue  to  enjoy  growing  popularity.  Large  Type  buyers 
are  focusing  increasingly  on  uncirculated  "common"  Nationals,  as 
they  realize  that  it  is  possible  to  locate  only  a  "handful"  of  such  items 
at  even  the  larger  coin  shows.  Specialist  collectors  continue  to  focus  on 
notes  with  bank  rarity  and  will  pay  strong  prices  for  items  needed  for 
their  collections.  The  key  word  here  is  "needed".  Thus,  the  discovery 
note  for  a  bank  will  typically  sell  for  what  seems  to  be  a  "wonder  price" 
if  an  affluent  collector  needs  it  —  and  especially  if  a  competitor  does  as 
well.  Less  certain,  however,  is  the  value  of  the  next  note  offered  from 
the  same  institution  if  the  collector  already  has  his  (or  hers).  Being  able 
to  understand  and  deal  with  the  foregoing  is  basically  why  some 
dealers  do  very  well  commercially  with  Nationals,  while  others  seem 
to  always  have  an  inventory  made  up  of  yesterday's  hot  items. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Stocks  and  Bonds,  Confederate  material  and  Obsoletes  continue  to 
enjoy  a  growing  collector  base.  The  longer-term  future  for  these  areas 
appears  strong,  as  more  collectors  seek  these  fascinating  pieces  of 
history. 
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SILVER  CERTIFICATES  HIGHLIGHT 
STACK'S  CURRENCY  SALE

Currency  dealers  and  collectors  had  the  privilege  of 
attending  another  record  breaking  sale  last  month,  when 
Stack's  auctioned  a  collection  of  United  State  Paper 
Money.  Featuring  the  James  W.  Thompson  Collection  of 
Silver  Certificates,  the  sale  shared  in  the  intense  interest 
that  major  currency  sales  have  been  generating. 

Special  serial  numbers  were  in  great  demand.  A  $1 
1899  F.233  in  Choice  Uncirculated  condition  bearing 
serial  number  D1 A  brought  $4,125.  Another  lot  of  special 
interest  was  the  rare  pair  of  $1  1899  F.233  notes  with  the 
consecutive  serial  numbers  R99999999R  and 
R100000000R,  which  realized  the  record  price  of  $12,650. 
Also  enjoying  intense  demand  was  the  only  known 
Serial  Number  1  $5 1 899  F.275  Silver  Certificate  in  private 
hands;  despite  some  razor  slits,  the  lot  was  hammered  at 
a  record  $7,700.

Star  Notes  continue  to  attract  collector  interest.  A  $1 
1899  F.232  in  Ch.  Unc.  brought  $385.  A  $1  1923  F.239  in 
Ch.  EF  sold  for  $935.  A  $2  1899  F.252  in  EF  realized  $743. 
The  finest  known  $2  1899  F.258,  in  Uncirculated  condi¬ 
tion,  sold  for  $633.  A  $5  1899  F.274  in  Ch.  EF  and  one  of 
only  three  known  realized  $990.  A  $5  1923  F.282  "Port¬ 
hole"  in  Ch.  Unc.  brought  $1,100. 


Buyers  searching  for  something  special  had  great 
opportunity  with  the  offering  of  countersigned  notes.  A 
$10  1878  F.284,  countersigned  by  Hopper,  realized 
$18,151.  One  (of  only  two  known)  $10  1878  F.284b, 
countersigned  by  Hillhouse,  brought  $15,950.  Another 
one  of  two  known,  the  $10  1878  F.285,  countersigned  by 
Wyman,  realized  $23,100.  "Courtesy"  autograph  notes 
of  Treasury  officials  also  attracted  much  interest.  A  $1 
1899  F.229a  Star  Note  autographed  by  Lee  McClung 
brought  $935.  A  $1  1899  F.231  autographed  by  Carmi 
Thompson  realized  $1,430,  and  a  $5  1899  F.276 
autographed  by  Thompson  sold  for  $3,520.

MARKET  MAINTAINS  STRONG  WILL 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

The  overall  market  for  collectable  paper  money  continues  in  the  same 
direction  that  it  has  for  the  past  several  years.  Prices  for  most  of  the 
material  reported  here  are  advancing  slowly.  The  underlying  demand  is 
generated  primarily  by  collectors  seeking  notes  to  hold  in  their  collections 
for  extended  periods  of  time.  Unlike  the  buying  of  speculators  (who 
typically  pounce  on,  and  then  abandon  the  latest  fad),  the  collector's 
buying  is  typically  motivated  more  by  appreciation  of  the  item  than  the 
hope  of  a  short-term  profit.  This  results  in  much  slower  price  movements 
(in  either  direction),  as  the  buying  frenzies  and  selling  panics  of  the 
speculator  are  avoided  by  the  more  cautious  collector. 

The  recently  concluded  Florida  United  Numismatists  Convention  in 
Orlando  yielded  mixed  reports  from  the  currency  dealers  in  attendance. 
In  contrast  to  the  1992  F.U.N.  event,  where  quite  a  few  bourse  dealers 
reported  an  exceptionally  good  show  (both  buying  and  selling),  results 
this  year  seemed  less  vigorous.  Most  of  the  currency  dealers  with  tables 
reported  results  at  least  "satisfactory";  one  observed  that  at  a  show  with 
300+  tables  and  regarded  as  one  of  the  top  two  or  three  shows  in  the 
country,  one  would  hope  for  something  more  than  just  "satisfactory".  For 
the  most  part,  sales  were  consistent  with  currently  reported  levels  or 
mildly  higher.  The  concern  of  dealers  at  F.U.N.  focused  on  their  inability 
to  purchase  fresh  stock  they  could  regard  as  almost  "pre-sold". 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  focus  of  buyer  interest  remains  circulated  notes,  from  VG  to  AU. 
As  might  be  expected,  this  is  where  the  greatest  incidence  of  price 
increases  can  be  seen.  Dealers  who  concentrate  on  this  material  report 
having  to  offer  ever  higher  prices  to  wrest  material  from  the  hands  of 
sellers.  It  is  ironic  that  the  best  investment  in  collectable  paper  over  the 
past  three  or  four  years  has  proven  to  be  the  very  material  purchased  by 
people  least  interested  in  the  financial  return  on  their  purchases. 

While  uncirculated  Large  Size  continues  to  sell  at  current  levels,  there 
appears  to  be  a  rough  balance  between  supply  and  demand,  resulting  in 
largely  stable  prices.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  occasional  sales  of 
particularly  nice  Gem  notes  do  take  place  well  above  Greensheet  price 
levels.  Such  transactions  typically  involve  outrageously  attractive  notes 
that  are  as  near  perfection  as  humanly  possible.  This  trend  of  paying  large 
premiums  for  notes  at  the  upper-end  of  the  Gem  category  is  perhaps  the 
most  noteworthy  price-related  happening  for  uncirculated  Large  Size. 
Both  buyers  and  sellers  should  bear  in  mind  that  to  qualify  for  a  significant 
premium,  a  note  must  be  a  real  standout! 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Prices  remain  relatively  stable  across  the  board.  What  price  changes 
are  taking  place  primarily  concern  some  of  the  unreported  specialty  areas 
—  scarcer  Star  Notes  and  blocks  come  to  mind.  Overall,  the  Small  Type 
market  remains  very  much  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  several  years.  New 
collectors  continue  to  enter,  directing  their  focus  on  the  more  available 


lower-priced  notes.  Because  of  relatively  abundant  supplies  of  such 
entry-level  items,  prices  have  remained  quite  stable  despite  the  growing 
popularity  of  the  field.  It  seems  that  as  these  new  entrants  become  more 
educated  and  sophisticated  in  their  collecting  interests,  they  will  concen¬ 
trate  on  either  Small  Type  specialty  items  (Star  Notes,  etc.),  or  move  on  to 
other  kinds  of  paper  altogether.  For  this  reason,  scarcer  small  notes  as 
Types,  such  as  the  $1  1928E  Silver  Certificate,  have  remained  stable  in 
price  despite  the  growing  population  of  collectors.  Even  with  larger 
numbers,  collectors  seem  more  interested  in  scarcer  specialty  items  than 
tougher  Type  issues  per  se. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Buyers  here  are  exhibiting  many  of  the  same  traits  as  those  in  the  Large 
Type  area,  with  circulated  grades  much  in  demand.  Prices  for  the 
uncirculated  Notes  are  more  stable,  and  buyers  of  Gem  notes  are  willing 
to  pay  very  large  premiums  for  items  at  the  upper  end  of  the  Gem  range. 
Third  Issue  notes  particularly  have  more  numerous  varieties  which  are 
much  scarcer  than  their  overall  design  Types.  Collectors  avidly  seek  these 
scarcer  varieties,  and  are  quite  willing  to  pay  significant  premiums 
(commensurate  with  their  rarity)  when  they  find  one!  Perhaps  one  of  the 
attractions  of  Fractional  Currency  for  collectors  is  that  price  levels,  even 
for  Gems  of  most  design  Types,  remain  relatively  low.  A  24-piece  Type  set 
can  be  formed  in  Gem  with  only  a  few  pieces  costing  more  than  $500  each, 
and  the  majority  being  available  for  $250-$300.  Indeed,  it  is  only  when  one 
begins  to  focus  on  some  of  the  scarcer  Second  or  Third  Issue  varieties  that 
spending  $1,000+  becomes  necessary. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  remain  a  very  healthy  market,  or  perhaps  more  accurately, 
markets.  Demand  remains  very  strong  for  uncirculated  Type  Nationals, 
those  more  common  notes  that  can  typically  be  found  uncirculated.  Also 
as  vigorous  as  ever,  is  the  demand  for  scarcer  notes  whose  value  depends 
not  on  their  condition,  but  instead  on  the  rarity  of  their  issuing  bank. 
Indeed,  it  can  often  be  the  case  that  a  note  from  a  scarce  bank  will  sell  more 
readily  in  a  circulated  grade  than  uncirculated;  especially  with  a  discov¬ 
ery  note  for  a  bank,  the  offering  of  an  uncirculated  piece  will  often  give 
rise  to  the  suspicion  that  a  previously  unknown  hoard  has  appeared,  and 
that  the  "Rare"  note  may  not  be  quite  as  scarce  as  previously  thought.  In 
the  marketplace  for  scarcer  Nationals,  condition  can  largely  be  a  secondary 
factor  in  determining  value — a  reasonably  attractive  VG  can  be  worth  as 
much  as  a  VF.  It  is  only  when  one  enters  the  largely  separate  National 
Type  market  that  grade  has  a  primary  impact  on  price.  Indeed,  both 
buyers  and  sellers  should  keep  in  mind  that  the  prices  reported  in  the 
Currency  Dealer  Newsletter  are  for  the  more  available  Type  Nationals,  and 
not  for  those  scarcer  notes  on  rare  banks. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  market  for  stocks  and  bonds  continues  to  enjoy  a  hearty  increase 
in  demand.  The  Obsolete  marketplace,  while  quite  vigorous  overall, 
seems  to  be  experiencing  a  realignment  in  demand  along  the  lines  of  the 
National  market;  buyers  are  increasingly  looking  for  the  "right"  note 
from  the  "right"  state,  rather  than  having  the  broader  focus  found  in  the 
past.

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Continental  &  Colonial  Currency 

.  .  .an  update

JOHN  HART:  PLANTER,  PATRIOT,  POLITICIAN 

There  are  many  reasons  for  collecting  Colonial  Currency,  but  one  of  the  most 
important  has  to  be  the  sense  of  history  that  these  little  beauties  inspire.  Most  dealers 
are  aware  that  John  Hart  of  New  Jersey,  signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  also 
signed  notes  of  New  Jersey's  early  1776  issues.  As  a  "signer'.  Hart  notes  are  that  much 
more  valuable.  I  don't  quibble  with  the  higher  valuation,  but  I  would  like  to  believe 
that  it  is  because  of  the  man  that  John  Hart  was,  and  his  just  veneration. 

Hart  was  bom  around  1711  in  Stonington,  Conn.,  and  shortly  after  his  birth,  the 
family  moved  to  Hopewell,  N.J.  (our  Colonial  forebears  were  also  a  restless  lot).  Hart 
received  little  formal  schooling,  but  proved  himself  to  be  a  talented  farmer  of  Jersey's 
fertile  soil  (yes,  it  once  was  the  Garden  State'.).  His  success  over  time  was  translated  into 
the  acquisition  of  property,  and  over  time.  Hart  also  acquired  an  interest  in  a  fulling 
Mill  at  Glen  Moore,  and  grist  and  fulling  mills  at  Rocky  Hill  (vertical  integration  was 
practiced  long  before  its  20th  Century  'discovery').  Hart  married  in  1740,  and  despite 
his  'advancing  years',  found  as  great  a  success  in  nurturing  a  family  as  he  did  his  crops. 

As  a  man  of  property,  and  having  become  the  "most  considerable  man  in  his 
community,"  Hart's  thoughts  turned  to  politics.  He  was  elected  Justice  of  the  Peace  of 
Hunterdon  County  in  1755,  and  in  1761  was  elected  to  New  Jersey's  Twentieth 
Assembly  and  reelected  until  its  dissolution  in  1 771 .  A  strong  proponent  of  the  Rights 
of  the  Colonists,  he  actively  opposed  the  Stamp  Act  of  1765  (many  historians  view  the 
Stamp  Act  Crisis  as  the  defining  moment  in  the  movement  towards  Independence). 
Hart  knew  how  to  read  the  will  of  the  people,  but  he  established  himself  as  a  man  of 
some  vision  as  well;  in  1 768,  he  supported  a  declaration  to  the  King  claiming  that  rights 


to  tax  the  colonies  were  vested  only  in  the  Colonists  themselves  (a  position  that  was 
nearly  a  decade  ahead  of  popular  sentiment).  In  1774,  Hart  was  serving  as  a  Judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  when  he  was  elected  to  the  First  Provincial  Congress  of 
N.J.,  where,  during  his  two  years,  he  was  instrumental  in  preparing  for  war  financing 
and  a  new  system  of  justice.  As  a  member  of  the  FPC,  he  signed  the  currency  issues 
of  February  20  and  March  25,  1776.  During  1775,  he  also  chaired  the  township 
committees  of  Hunterdon  County,  was  appointed  to  the  Committee  of  Correspon¬ 
dence,  and  the  Committee  of  Safety 
(historians  will  note  the  importance 
of  these  local  organizing  groups). 

One  is  tempted  to  say  that  Hart 
was  the  right  man  at  the  right  time, 
having  matured  in  his  political  life 
just  as  the  Colonies  were  in  need  of 
such  leadership  —  and  that  is  cer¬ 
tainly  true  enough.  But  it  also  doesn't 
answer  the  basic  question  of  why  so 
many  other  colonies  were  also  the 
beneficiaries  of  inspired  leadership. 

(Considering  the  size  of  our  Con¬ 
gress  today  and  the  number  of  true 
leaders  produced,  isn't  it  just  short  of  miraculous  that  a  small  town  like  Williamsburg 
should  have  hosted  the  likes  of  George  Washington,  Thomas  Jefferson,  Peyton 
Randolph,  Patrick  Henry,  George  Wythe,  and  John  Blair?)  Hart  was  elected  vice- 
president  of  N.J.'s  Congress  in  early  1776,  and  in  June,  was  elected  to  the  Continental 
Congress  (ultimately  to  sign  the  Declaration  of  Independence).  In  August  of  1776,  he 
was  elected  to  the  new  State  Assembly  of  N.J.,  and  was  unanimously  chosen  Speaker. 
During  the  war,  his  farms  and  mills  were  laid  waste,  and  he  was  hunted  as  a  traitor 
through  N.J.'s  mountains.  After  the  victorious  battles  of  Princeton  and  Trenton,  he 
was  able  to  return  to  his  home.  Ill  health  forced  his  retirement  from  public  service  in 
1778,  and  he  died  the  following  year.  In  took  until  1865  for  N.J.  to  honor  his  sacrifices 
and  contributions  with  a  memorial  at  Hopewell. 
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PRICE  GUIDE 

All  of  the  following  prices  are  for  the  least  expensive  note  from  each  of  the  colonies.  These  'type'  prices  are  not  indicative  of  prices  for  other  types  or  varieties  from  the  same 
colony,  which  may  be  substantially  more.  Exceptionally  bright,  well-centered  examples  are  worth  a  premium  over  the  uncirculated  values.  Values  refer  to  dealer-to-dealer 
trading,  with  retail  prices  somewhat  higher,  depending  on  the  scarcity  of  the  notes  from  that  issuer  and  the  tenacity  of  the  buyer  or  seller.

OVERALL  MARKET  REMAINS  VIGOROUS 

STACK'S  SPOTLIGHTS  HALPERN  AUCTION 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  rare  currency  market  continues  to  display  the  strength  which 
has  characterized  it  over  the  past  several  years.  Leading  the  way  are 
the  so-called  "collector  notes",  those  pieces  in  the  middle  grade  and 
price  ranges  —  the  notes  that  a  buyer  with  other  priorities  (mortgage 
payments,  tuition  bills,  etc.)  can  purchase  and  take  pride  in,  without 
drawing  limited  resources  away  from  more  pressing  family  needs. 
The  typical  collector-buyer  is  more  often  motivated  by  appreciation 
for  the  material  (including  historical  and  numismatic  background) 
than  by  the  hope  for  financial  gain.  There  are  enough  such  buyers 
already  in  the  marketplace  to  put  upward  price  pressure  on  the 
favored  circulated  notes,  and  more  are  entering  every  day. 

This  is  especially  true  for  the  Large  Size  Notes,  where  many 
collectors  have  decided  that  lightly-folded.  About  Uncirculated  notes 
(priced  $350-$400)  are  a  better  value  than  the  Choice  CU  notes  at  $800 
or  the  Gems  at  $1,000.  In  the  final  analysis,  it  is  the  sum  of  multiple 
buyer  preferences  that  creates  an  overall  market  price  structure. 
Collectors  are  typically  conscious  of  "eye  appeal"  —  simply  put,  how 
nice  their  material  looks.  For  this  reason,  it  is  not  at  all  uncommon  to 
see  dealers  asking  (and  customers  paying)  more  for  the  nice-looking 
AU  notes  than  for  the  technically  higher  grade  Uncs  with  distracting 
problems. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Although  Choice  and  Gem  material  is  moving  at  current  levels, 
there  is  certainly  much  stronger  demand  for  the  circulated  grades.  As 
noted  above,  upward  price  pressure  from  collectors  is  very  much  in 
evidence  for  circulated  material,  and  many  dealers  report  being 
unable  to  acquire  sufficient  stock  to  meet  customer  wants.  There 
would  appear  to  be  more  of  a  balance  between  supply  and  demand 
for  the  Uncirculated  notes,  with  prices  fairly  steady.  It  is  not  at  all 
unusual  to  see  Large  Size  Notes  in  AU  selling  for  more  than  Uncs. 
When  specific  transactions  are  examined,  it  can  be  understood  why: 
the  premium-priced  AU  note  will  typically  be  bright  and  well- 
centered,  and  the  laggard  Unc.  will  often  display  such  problems  as 
poor-centering  or  a  heavy  counting  mark.  Buyers  aware  of  the 
overlapping  of  price  ranges  are  typically  the  ones  who  go  home  with 
purchases;  those  who  depend  too  slavishly  on  the  notion  that  'grade 
=  price'  may  unwittingly  be  priced  out  of  the  market  by  more 
aggressive  and  informed  buyers. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Prices  for  Small  Size  Type  as  type  remain  fairly  stable.  There  is 
upward  pressure  for  areas  not  specifically  reported  here  (scarcer 
stars,  mules  and  other  varieties).  There  are  still  fairly  large  supplies 
of  entry  level  material  in  high-grade  overhanging  the  market.  Until 


sufficient  time  passes  for  much  of  this  to  be  absorbed  and  dispersed 
to  collectors,  relative  price  stability  can  be  expected.  Repeat,  this  is 
true  for  items  customarily  bought  and  sold  as  representative  of  their 
basic  design  type.  It  seems  that  once  a  Small  Size  collector  begins  to 
be  serious  about  this  area,  he  will  often  graduate  to  the  scarce 
specialty  material  and  not  focus  on  the  scarcer  (and  more  expensive) 
design  types. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractional  prices  remain  relatively  stable  with  occasional  isolated 
transactions  for  outrageously  nice  Gem  material  taking  place  well  in 
advance  of  typical  levels.  For  example,  50c  Justice  Notes  typically 
come  with  one  (or  both)  side-margins  tight-to-absent.  Such  a  piece 
with  Gem  paper  quality  will  generally  trade  between  knowledgeable 
dealers  at  or  near  Gem  levels.  Such  a  note  with  Gem  paper  and  two 
full  side-margins  will  usually  command  a  significant  premium  from 
dealers  specializing  in  Fractional.  Such  dealers  can  pay  more  than  the 
generalist  collector,  due  to  their  specialized  insights  into  the  identities 
of  the  strongest  buyers. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  continue  to  be  as  healthy  as  ever.  Serious  collectors  tend 
to  stay  with  a  particular  state  (or  area  within  a  state)  for  considerable 
lengths  of  time,  as  their  buying  interests  grow  and  mature.  This 
results  in  some  of  the  rarest  pieces  being  available  only  once  in  a  great 
while;  pieces  once  sold  tend  to  stay  in  hands  that  appreciate  them, 
rather  than  moving  from  dealer-to-dealer  in  search  of  a  home.  Since 
the  supply  of  rare  Nationals  is  amazingly  thin,  the  entry  of  only  one 
new  buyer  can  result  in  rather  rapid  upward  price  swings;  a  handful 
of  new  collectors  will  definitely  disturb  the  equilibrium  of  supply 
and  demand.  The  departure  of  a  key  collector  can  have  the  opposite 
effect  on  a  state  market,  reducing  demand  significantly.  The  pricing 
of  rare  Nationals  can  present  a  considerable  challenge,  as  the  means 
of  the  buyer  and  his  perceived  need  for  the  item  can  be  as  important 
as  the  rarity  of  the  note.  While  this  may  at  first  seem  somewhat 
opportunistic,  this  is  what  happens  at  every  auction!  In  the  final 
analysis,  buyers  collectively  determine  market  value  through  their 
total  buying  decisions;  all  the  players  in  each  specialty  have  to 
contend  with  their  own  levels. 

AUCTIONS 

Stack's  will  offer  the  Herman  Halpern  Collection  in  mid-March 
(see  accompanying  article).  The  900+  lot  auction  includes  numerous 
rarities  and  high-end  notes,  and  will  define  the  market  for  these 
items. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  market  for  Obsolete  continues  to  display  considerable  collec¬ 
tor  interest.  As  reported  here  recently,  one  change  in  buyer  behavior 
is  the  emphasis  on  a  particular  state  rather  than  a  broader  range 
(much  like  the  buyers  of  Nationals).  Stocks  and  bonds  continue  to 
enjoy  growing  collector  interest,  and  appear  to  be  an  "up-and- 
coming"  field.

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HALPERN  SALE  CONFIRMS  MARKET  STRENGTH 

BUYERS  FOCUS  ON  RARITY  AND  CONDITION 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

Stack's  Herman  Halpern  Sale,  a  900+  lot  offering  of  signifi¬ 
cant  paper  money  rarities,  plus  a  wide  assortment  of  higher 
grade  notes,  provided  strong  evidence  that  the  collectable 
paper  money  marketplace  is  quite  vigorous.  Recent  Currency 
Dealer  newsletter  commentaries  have  emphasized  the  strong 
demand  for  more  common  circulated  material,  as  well  as 
notes  in  the  $500  and  lower  category;  the  Halpern  Sale  had 
very  little  of  the  foregoing.  Instead,  it  included  almost  en¬ 
tirely  "upper-end"  items,  i.e.  Friedberg  number  rarities  (with 
only  a  few  pieces  known  in  any  condition),  as  well  as  top 
quality  Choice  and  Gem  Uncirculated  Type  material. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  middle-grade  and  more  common  notes  in  the  lower 
price  ranges,  and  more  expensive  items  in  the  middle  grades, 
remain  very  strong.  The  Halpern  Sale  confirmed  strong 
demand  for  Large  Type  in  the  Choice  and  Gem  categories. 
Dealers  whose  primary  selling  outlets  are  conventions  and 
price  lists,  had  recently  expressed  fears  to  this  writer  that  the 
market  for  Choice  and  Gem  Type  was  becoming  somewhat 
thinner,  and  might  perhaps  be  ready  for  a  downward  adjust¬ 
ment.  There  was  no  evidence  of  this  in  the  behavior  of  the 
buyers  at  the  Halpern  Sale,  who  repeatedly  paid  at  or  above 
Greensheet  Choice  and  Gem  levels  for  such  material. 

It  may  be  that  a  dual-level  market  is  coming  into  existence, 
with  buyers  willing  to  pay  more  at  auction  than  when 
identical  material  is  offered  by  a  bourse  or  mail-order  dealer. 
It  is  an  increasingly  common  lament  of  bourse  dealers  that  a 
buyer  will  turn  down  an  item  priced  by  the  dealer  at  "x",  only 
to  later  purchase  a  similar  (or  even  inferior)  note  from  an 
auction  for  "x"  plus  30%.  Perhaps  the  buyer  lacks  confidence 
in  his  ability  to  completely  evaluate  the  bourse  dealer's 
offering,  or  perhaps  the  catalog  description  gives  the  buyer 
a  greater  sense  of  security.  Whatever  the  reason,  it  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  common  to  see  the  buying  public  willing  to  pay 
more  for  essentially  the  same  items  at  auction  than  when 
purchased  from  dealer  inventory.  Whether  this  behavior  is 
entirely  rational  is  another  question  altogether.  It  does  exist, 
however. 


SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  market  here  remains  very  much  as  recently  reported. 
Specialty  items  such  as  scarcer  Stars,  mules,  and  rare  prefix- 
and  suffix-letter  combinations  continue  to  experience  grow¬ 
ing  demand  and  upward  price  movement.  Buyers  are  also 
placing  an  increasing  emphasis  on  acquiring  better-quality 
material  for  their  Type  holdings.  This  behavior  is  quite 
understandable  when  one  sees  the  typical  spread  between 
Choice  and  Gem  in  the  25%  -  75%  range  rather  than  the  100% 
-  400%  range  so  often  encountered  with  coins.  Buyers  can 
accept  the  quality  premiums  typically  found  in  paper  money 
as  rational,  whereas  the  premiums  between  Choice  and  Gem 
coins  can  be  so  extreme  that  they  lead  to  buyer  disillusion¬ 
ment. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Fractionals  also  remain  very  much  as  they  were  in  the 
recent  past:  healthy  across  a  wide  price  and  quality  front.  The 
inexpensive  notes  continue  to  leave  the  numismatic  arena  for 
antique,  flea  market  and  similar  venues.  Numismatic  whole¬ 
sale  is  now  higher  than  numismatic  retail,  as  dealers  pay  more 
than  collectors  to  buy  such  material  for  resale  to  dealers  in 
other  collectable  areas  (whose  customers  are  willing  to  pay 
significantly  more  than  the  trad  i  tional  numismatic  customer) . 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  area  is  basically  unchanged  from  the  recent  past.  The 
price  levels  reported  in  the  Currency  Dealer  newsletter  are 
for  "Type"  Nationals,  those  whose  value  depends  more  on 
condition  than  the  rarity  of  the  issuing  bank,  or  upon  demand 
for  notes  from  the  state  or  area  in  which  the  issuing  bank  is 
located.  Price  structures  for  these  "Type"  notes  are  actually 
more  closely  related  to  those  for  Large  and  Small  Type  than 
for  Nationals,  as  such.  Buyers  should  also  keep  in  mind  that 
the  market  for  "better"  Nationals  is  largely  separate  from  this 
"Type"  market  and  depends  more  on  such  factors  as:  de¬ 
mand  for  a  particular  state  or  area  within  a  state;  the  re¬ 
sources  of  the  individual  buyer;  the  resources  of  competitive 
buyers;  and  the  skill  of  the  selling  dealer  in  identifying  the 
ultimate  buyer  for  better  Nationals  in  his  inventory. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  market  for  Obsolete  notes  looks  more  and  more  like 
that  for  Nationals.  Buyers  are  looking  for  that  "right"  note 
from  a  particular  area,  and  focusing  less  on  general  rarity 
from  elsewhere.  Stocks  and  bonds  continue  to  enjoy  growing 
interest,  as  does  Confederate  material.

Stack's  sale  of  the  incredible  Herman  Halpern 
Collection  of  United  States  Paper  Money  set  numerous  auction 
records.  Consid¬ 
ered  by  most  ex¬ 
perts  as  the  finest 
currency  collec¬ 
tion  to  be  auc¬ 
tioned  since 
Barney 
Bluestone's  offer¬ 
ing  of  the  Grinnell 
Collection,  half-a- 
century  ago!  The 
Halpern  Collec¬ 
tion  now  holds  the 
record  for  a  single 
sale  of  paper 
money,  with  total 
prices  realized  of 
$1,326,966,  as  well 
as  the  honor  of  be¬ 
ing  the  premier 
catalogue  to  be  il¬ 
lustrated  with 
color  photo¬ 
graphs. 

The  Halpern 
Sale  was  well  at¬ 
tended  from  be¬ 
ginning  to  end, 
and  saw  a  high 
proportion  of 
those  in  atten¬ 
dance  actually  bid¬ 
ding  rather  than 
simply  watching. 

Some  dealers  have 
suggested  over  the 
past  year  that  while  the  less  expensive  "collector"  notes  in  the  middle- 
grades  were  doing  just  fine,  the  market  breadth  for  more  expensive 
"upper-end"  items  was  far  less  certain.  The  Friedberg  number 
signature  rarities  in  general  did  very  well,  and  confirmed  the  willing¬ 
ness  of  buyers  to  pay  significant  premiums  in  order  to  acquire  specific 
signatures  that  are  much  scarcer  than  the  overall  design  type.  Buyers 


were  also  bidding  at  (and  above)  previously  reported  levels  for 
material  in  the  Choice  and  Gem  categories,  where  their  interest  was 
solely  for  the  design  type  rather  than  the  additional  enhancement  of 
signature  rarity. 

In  general,  the  typical  buyer  left  the  room  having  had  to  pay 
somewhat  more  than  anticipated  for  desired  notes.  Overall,  Stack's

GRADING

A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.  Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds 
Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color 
Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

Although  the  outlook  for  the  overall  national  economy  seems  open  to 
question,  the  market  for  collectable  paper  money  is  very  much  on  the 
upswing.  In  contrast  to  the  rare  coin  market,  which  has  suffered  through  a 
protracted  downturn,  the  paper  money  area  has  enjoyed  considerable  strength 
during  the  same  period,  and  appears  to  be  growing  even  more  vigorous. 
Stack's  recent  Halpern  Sale  served  to  confirm  the  broad  demand  for  better 
quality  and  more  expensive  items,  while  reports  from  bourse  and  mail-order 
dealers  point  toward  broad  demand,  from  the  least  expensive  beginner  notes 
to  five-figure  priced  rarities. 

Unlike  the  coin  market,  where  the  existence  of  large  quantities  of  market¬ 
able  material  (generic  coins)  leads  to  periodic  boom  &  bust  pricing  cycles,  the 
much  smaller  quantities  extant  of  paper  money  inclines  this  area  more  to  a 
collector-oriented  market  base.  Since  the  typical  collector's  fundamental 
purchasing  motive  is  an  appreciation  of  the  item  itself  (and  not  immediate 
financial  reward),  purchases  tend  to  be  held  for  a  relatively  long  period  of 
time,  regardless  of  whether  prices  are  rising  or  falling.  Collectors,  as  a  group, 
tend  also  to  purchase  based  on  their  own  subjective  interest  criteria  rather 
than  relying  on  outside  advice  as  to  what's  "hot"  and  holds  the  prospect  of 
"doubling  in  value"  within  the  next  year.  All  these  factors  combine  to 
produce  a  fundamental  base  of  real  demand,  and  price  movements  which  are 
far  less  abrupt  in  both  rising  and  declining  markets. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  market  for  Large  Type  has  been  strong  for  several  years  and  seems  to 
be  growing  stronger  still.  Dealers  who  buy  and  sell  larger  quantities  of 
circulated  notes  report  demand  for  this  type  of  item  at  near-record  levels.  A 
collector  bringing  any  reasonable  size  group  of  circulated  Large  Type  to  a  coin 
show  for  the  purpose  of  selling  will  generally  be  quite  pleased  with  the  results. 
Dealers  simply  can't  purchase  enough  to  meet  demand  and  will  typically  pay 
more  than  would  have  been  prudent  only  four  or  five  months  ago,  just  to 
maintain  sufficient  inventories.  While  these  less-expensive  notes  continue  to 
enjoy  almost  frantic  demand,  interest  in  the  higher  quality  uncirculated  notes 
is  also  on  the  upswing.  Collectors  seeking  Unc.  notes  generally  want  Choice 
and  Gem  items,  and  are  less  interested  in  material  with  centering  problems 
or  heavy  counting  smudges.  In  fact,  it  is  not  at  all  unusual  for  a  nicely-centered 
Almost  Uncirculated  note,  with  even  margins  all  around,  to  sell  for  more  than 
an  Uncirculated  piece  free  from  any  folds  but  with  a  trim  that  penetrates  the 
design  area.  Basically,  collectors  (and  because  of  that,  dealers)  want  notes  that 
look  nice,  whatever  their  grade.  Premiums  do  apply  to  items  that  have  the 
quality  of  "eye  appeal"  and  are  free  from  distracting  defects. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Perhaps  the  strongest  segment  of  the  Small  Size  market  is  error  notes.  In 
a  depressed  state  only  three  to  four  years  ago,  errors  are  now  one  of  the  areas 
enjoying  strong  demand.  Prices  have  advanced  significantly  during  the  past 
several  years,  and,  for  better  items,  are  now  several  multiples  higher  than 
when  interest  in  this  specialty  started  to  increase.  The  more  unusual  looking 
an  item,  the  more  likely  it  is  to  yield  an  impressive  sale  price.  The  demand  for 
the  bulk  of  the  Small  Type  issues  remains  solidly-based  with  large  numbers 


of  new  collectors  attracted  by  the  relatively  low  entry  costs,  as  many  of  the 
issues  cost  under  $100  even  in  Gem  condition.  Demand  for  Small  Type  can 
only  be  expected  to  increase,  as  prices  for  entry  level  notes  will  likely  remain 
relatively  low  due  to  the  large  available  supplies  of  such  material. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

The  emphasis  here  is  at  opposite  ends  of  the  quality  spectrum.  The  least 
expensive  VG  and  Fine  notes  are  being  purchased  by  dealers  supplying  non- 
numismatic  buyers  at  prices  in  advance  of  what  traditional  paper  collectors 
are  willing  to  pay.  Gem  notes  are  also  in  strong  demand.  Outrageously  nice 
notes  that  border  on  perfection  are  bringing  premiums  of  200%  -  300%  (or 
more!)  over  Gem  dealer-to-dealer  prices  reported  here.  If  a  Fractional  note  is 
really  outstanding,  dealers  seem  willing  to  pay  a  higher  premium  above  Gem 
Bid  than  for  any  other  type  covered  by  the  Currency  Dealer  Newsletter.  It 
should  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that  to  warrant  a  premium  price,  a  piece  must 
clearly  be  just  that  -  a  premium  note  much  nicer  looking  than  others  of  its  grade. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  are  the  most  collector-oriented  of  any  of  the  paper  specialties. 
The  typical  collector  focuses  on  one  state  or  an  area  within  a  state,  and  usually 
sticks  with  his  interest  over  a  period  of  many  years.  While  the  market  for  any 
given  state  is  generally  quite  thin,  the  supply  of  available  desirable  material 
is  generally  even  thinner.  While  a  half  dozen  to  ten  serious  collectors  may  be 
a  lot  for  any  one  state,  the  floating  supply  of  reasonably  scarce  notes  is  so  small 
that  these  few  buyers  can  produce  a  "hot"  market  for  their  state's  notes.  Since 
the  market  here  is  so  specialized,  the  personal  wants  of  a  small  number  of 
highly  competitive  and  often  aggressive  buyers  literally  define  price  levels  for 
the  state  they  are  seeking.  The  financial  capabilities  of  the  buyers  for  a  state 
can  be  the  most  important  factor  in  defining  what  a  newly  surfaced  rarity  is 
worth,  and  will  be  far  more  important  in  the  value  equation  than  underlying 
numismatic  rarity.  If  the  top  three  buyers  for  a  state  are  highly  paid  corporate 
executives,  rare  material  will  fetch  far  higher  prices  than  notes  of  comparable 
rarity  from  a  state  in  the  same  region  whose  primary  collectors  have  more 
ordinary  resources.  It  is  very  easy  for  a  dealer  to  wind  up  being  heavily 
inventoried  with  notes  purchased  for  what  they  "ought"  to  be  worth  (based 
on  their  objective  rarity),  rather  than  what  they  are  actually  worth  based  on 
the  buying  decisions  of  the  ultimate  consumer  of  numismatic  material  —  the 
collector. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Stocks  and  bonds  continue  to  enjoy  growing  collector  interest.  They  are 
typically  quite  impressive  and  aesthetically  pleasing,  and  offer  everything 
from  beginner-oriented  items  worth  a  few  dollars  each,  to  rarities  of  true 
historical  significance.  Obsolete  Notes  remain  in  strong  demand,  but  the 
market  for  scarcer  items  seems  to  be  more  and  more  like  that  for  Nationals, 
i.e.,  with  buyers  becoming  more  geographically  specialized  rather  than  being 
willing  to  purchase  almost  any  rare  note. 

AUCTIONS 

The  next  major  paper  money  sale  will  be  held  by  Currency  Auctions  of 
America  in  Rosemont,  Illinois,  on  May  21  and  22,  during  the  period  of  the 
Central  States  Numismatic  Society  Convention.  The  2,1 00+  lot  sale  will  have 
significant  offerings  of  virtually  every  area  of  U.S.  paper,  including  a  $10 
Puerto  Rico  Red  Seal  Third  Charter  National.  Coming  in  the  wake  of  Stack's 
Halpern  Sale,  the  Currency  Auctions  of  America  event  will  define  current 
levels  based  on  the  depth  and  breadth  of  its  content. 
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LARGE  STARS  SHONE  IN  '92 

Tfr  ☆  it  by  iV  ☆  ☆

While  the  markets  for  some  collectibles  were  anemic  during 
1 992,  large-sized  Star  Notes  enjoyed  a  banner  year.  For  the  benefit 
of  new  collectors,  notes  with  a  star  ("-&"),  either  in  front  of,  or  at 
the  end  of  the  serial  number,  have  been  used  by  the  Bureau  of 
Engraving  &  Printing  since  1910  as  replacements  for  defective 
notes.  (See  our  article  in  the  January  1992  issue  of  the  Greensheet 
for  additional  background  information.)  During  the  nineteen 
years  that  stars  were  used  on  large-sized  currency.  Star  Notes 
accounted  for  about  1%  of  the  notes  issued;  therefore,  these  notes 
are  100  times  scarcer  than  the  Type  notes.  Both  informed  collec¬ 
tors  and  dealers  recognize  the  scarcity  and  market  potential  of 
large-sized  Stars,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  prices  paid  for  scarce 
notes  at  auctions  during  1992.  However,  before  discussing  the 
price  action,  we  will  briefly  review  the  Star  Note  Census. 

Since  the  publication  of  Doug  Murray's  catalog  in  1985,  over 
1000  additional  Star  Notes  have  been  reported,  thus  bringing  the 
total  to  3,138.  (The  first  edition  of  the  catalog  is  sold  out;  a  new 
edition  with  the  latest  data  and  prices  is  scheduled  for  publication 
in  1995.)  Currently,  265  different  Star  Note  Types  (including 
signature  combinations  and  major  varieties)  have  been  reported. 
Of  these,  141,  or  over  50%,  are  Federal  Reserve  Notes  (FRN).  The 
six  most  commonly  encountered  Stars  account  for  over  one-third 
of  all  reported  notes.  However,  there  are  also  118  different  Types 
—  nearly  45%  of  the  total  —  for  which  three  or  fewer  notes  have 
been  reported!  Therefore,  the  opportunity  to  find  rarities  still 
exists.  For  example,  only  two  specimens  of  the  Fr.257  $2  Silver 
Certificate  (SC)  were  listed  in  Murray's  catalog,  yet  three  more 
appeared  at  last  year's  Memphis  Show.  Do  such  new  discoveries 
saturate  the  market?  Based  on  the  prices  that  were  paid  at  auction 
last  year,  the  answer  is  quite  likely  “No". 

Finding  the  notes  is  the  problem  normally  facing  the  collector  of 
large-sized  Stars.  However,  in  1992,  four  auctions  were  held 
containing  nearly  1 00  Stars.  Many  of  these  notes  were  rarities,  and 
came  from  renowned  collections  such  as  those  of  Bernard  Schaaf, 
MD,  James  Thompson,  and  Rev.  Frank  Hutchins.  Dr.  Schaaf  had 
the  distinction  of  completing  the  only  Type  set  of  the  29  large¬ 
sized  Star  Notes  (the  prices  realized  by  some  of  his  notes  were 
listed  by  the  late  Tom  Knebl  in  the  October  1992  issue  of  the 
Greensheet ). 


A  review  of  the  four  auctions  reveals  that  over  two  dozen 
notes,  or  about  25%,  sold  for  record-setting  auction  prices.  The 
table  below  shows  the  actual  purchase  prices,  including  the  10% 
Buyer's  Fee;  asterisks  indicate  notes  of  the  highest  grade  reported. 
Although  almost  all  the  record-setting  notes  were  in  high-grade, 
only  about  one-quarter  of  the  total  represented  the  highest  grade 
known.  It  can  be  seen,  also,  that  record-setting  auction  prices  were 
achieved  by  all  Types,  including  FRN  and  FRBN.  The  common 
denominator  was  rarity,  either  by  Type  or  Signature.  Last,  but  not 
least,  over  70%  of  the  listed  notes  sold  for  more  than  $1,000,  with 
the  currently  unique  $10  FRBN  exceeding  $11 ,500.  The  possibility 
of  finding  scarce  Star  Notes  is  still  good,  and  such  discoveries  can 
be  potentially  rewarding!

MARKET  CONTINUES  TO  ADVANCE 

NATIONALS  &  LARGE  TYPE  LEAD  WAY 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  collectable  paper  money  market  continues  to  exhibit  growing  strength, 
as  was  certainly  evident  at  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  Convention. 
Buyers  seem  particularly  focused  on  National  Bank  Notes,  both  the  uncircu¬ 
lated  type  items  and  the  scarcer  items.  The  condition  of  the  more-available  type 
uncirculated  Nationals  is  the  primary  determinant  of  value,  while  the  value  of 
scarcer  items  depends  more  upon  the  scarcity  of  the  issuing  bank  and  current 
levels  of  collector  demand  for  that  state.  Also  much  in  demand  are  Large  Size 
Type  Notes,  regardless  of  condition.  Gem  Fractional  Notes  also  seem  to  be 
enjoying  an  increased  level  of  interest.  In  fact,  there  is  hardly  any  area  of  United 
States  Paper  that  could  be  characterized  as  weak. 

Collectors  are  entering  the  marketplace  in  ever-growing  numbers,  and  even 
the  beginners  are  sometimes  quite  sophisticated  financially.  Many  recognize 
that  the  rarity  of  paper  money  (when  compared  to  other  collectibles),  makes  it 
an  excellent  value  at  current  price  levels.  It  is  not  uncommon  to  hear  dealers 
report  that  they  recently  picked  up  a  new  customer  who  is  attracted  to 
numismatics  in  general,  but  found  the  coin  'end'  of  the  market  too 
volatile;  paper  provides  them  with  genuinely  rare  material  at  reasonable  price 
levels. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Activity  here  over  the  last  several  months  has  been  very  consistent.  There 
are  buyers  anxious  to  purchase  lower-priced  and  lower-grade  material,  the 
middle  grades,  and  the  higher  quality.  In  Large  Size,  the  only  category  somewhat 
sluggish  is  the  lowest-uncirculated  material,  reported  in  the  Greensheet  under 
the  "CU"  column.  Such  a  note,  while  technically  uncirculated,  will  be  found  to 
suffer  from  such  problems  as  pinholes,  unsightly  counting  marks,  cut-in 
margins,  etc.  Since  one  of  the  primary  attractions  of  paper  money  to  the 
collector  is  the  inherent  attractiveness  of  the  note,  it  is  not  surprising  that  buyers 
would  want  better-looking  items.  It  is  not  unusual  to  see  a  nice-looking  AU  note 
sell  to  a  collector  for  more  than  a  CU  marred  by  enough  problems  to  downgrade 
it  from  the  Choice  category. 

Buyers  seem  to  be  focusing  a  bit  more  on  Gem  material  than  they  did  a  year 
ago,  and  they  are  increasingly  willing  to  pay  the  premiums  necessary  to  acquire 
the  almost  perfectly-centered  Gem  piece  rather  than  the  less  well-centered 
Choice  grade.  While  price  levels  for  Gem  notes  are  somewhat  lower  than  two 
or  three  years  ago,  it  is  not  expected  that  this  situation  will  prevail  indefinitely 
—  not  in  the  face  of  this  growing  demand  for  such  quality  items. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

This  remains  a  quieter  market  than  found  in  the  Large  Type  area.  This  is  not 
to  say,  however,  that  it  is  at  all  depressed  or  suffering  from  slackening  demand. 
To  the  extent  that  prices  here  are  not  advancing  much  is  more  a  function  of  the 
large  supplies  available  than  a  lack  of  demand.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  some 
of  the  items  which  have  long  been  shunned  by  dealers,  as  not  being  worth  the 
time  and  effort  to  stock,  are  now  coming  into  their  own.  Early  Federal  Reserve 
Notes,  in  particular,  fall  into  this  category.  Collectors  and  dealers  are  now 
realizing  that  some  of  these  "common"  notes  are  really  not  as  available  as  once 
thought. 

There  actually  is  a  much  more  active  market  in  Small  Type  than  might  be 
inferred  from  the  stable  prices  reported  here.  The  focus  of  most  buyers  is  on 
rarer  varieties  and  the  scarcest  Star  Notes,  items  that  by  the  nature  of  their 
scarcity  do  not  lend  themselves  to  reporting  on  a  price  sheet  of  Types.  Another 


particularly  robust  area  of  Small  Type  is  Error  Notes,  which  are  as  hot  as  at  any 
time  within  the  past  ten  years  (or  more!).  It  was  only  a  few  years  ago  that  Errors 
were  much  neglected,  with  little  demand  to  drive  prices;  this  is  certainly  no 
longer  the  case. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  outlook  for  Fractional  since  the  last 
Greensheet.  Most  in  demand  are  the  very  inexpensive  lower-grades  and  the 
most  expensive  Gems.  While  the  in-between  material  is  certainly  doing  well,  it 
cannot  be  compared  to  the  demand  for  the  two  extremes  of  the  quality  spectrum. 
Just  as  with  the  Large  Type  market,  buyers  seem  less  than  enthusiastic  about 
ordinary  CU  notes  with  margin  problems,  etc.;  they  would  rather  spend  more 
money  to  have  a  nicer  piece  than  go  after  the  apparent  bargain.  There  is  also  a 
strong  market  for  Fractional  specialty  items,  such  as  experimental  notes  and 
wide-margin  specimens;  the  market  for  narrow  margin  specimens  remains 
weak  to  nonexistent. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  continue  to  enjoy  growing  collector  demand.  Notes  from  states 
with  a  well-developed  collector  base,  especially  when  the  issuing  bank  is  scarce 
to  rare,  will  cause  considerable  excitement  when  offered.  One  of  these  notes  at 
auction,  where  floor  bidders  can  compete  against  one  another,  can  bring  levels 
which  leave  those  not  specializing  in  this  field  shaking  their  heads  in  wonder¬ 
ment.  The  key  for  a  dealer  to  function  successfully  in  this  area,  however,  is 
knowing  more  than  a  great  deal  about  bank  rarity;  it  is  also  necessary  to  keep 
abreast  of  the  ever-changing  levels  of  customer  demand.  Those  with  a  more 
general  knowledge  of  Nationals  can  often  find  themselves  in  the  position  of 
knowing  just  enough  to  be  dangerous  to  themselves.  Such  a  dealer  can  be 
recognized  by  a  National  inventory  consisting  of  notes  catalogued  above 
current  commercial  values.  It  is  not  enough  to  know  what  is  available  or  likely 
to  become  available;  also  needed  is  knowing  who  is  buying  and  what  their 
needs  are  at  any  given  time.  Not  understanding  the  entire  picture  can  leave  one 
holding  the  third  expensive  note  on  a  particular  bank  after  the  two  potential 
buyers  have  already  satisfied  their  demand. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  market  for  Obsoletes  (in  terms  of  overall  price  levels),  while  certainly 
more  developed  than  it  was  a  decade  ago,  has  evolved  along  the  lines  of  the 
National  Bank  Note  marketplace.  Rather  than  purchasing  rarity  from  'what¬ 
ever'  location,  more  and  more  serious  Obsolete  collectors  seem  to  be  specializ¬ 
ing  geographically.  Those  who  are  more  wide-ranging  in  their  interests  can  find 
more  bargains,  as  rarer  items  from  more  thinly-collected  areas  can  be  pur¬ 
chased  as  opportunities  are  presented  by  varying  levels  of  competition. 

Stocks  and  Bonds  continue  to  show  considerable  growth  in  their  collector 
base.  This  is  not  surprising,  as  there  is  a  considerable  supply  of  very  attractive 
entry  level  material  available,  and  at  prices  which  can  only  be  regarded  as 
'downright  cheap'  by  most  collectable  standards.  At  the  same  time,  this  field 
also  offers  the  challenge  of  locating  rarities  of  historical  significance  (with 
prices  to  match).  One  thing  shared  by  most  items  in  this  field,  regardless  of  their 
price  level,  is  their  attractive  and  appealing  design  features;  this  can  be 
expected  to  cause  even  more  people  to  discover  this  as  a  field  of  interest. 

AUCTIONS 

Currency  Auctions  of  America  recently  concluded  their  sale  held  at  the 
C.S.N.S.  Convention  in  Rosemont,  with  Prices  Realized  exceeding  $700,00  (see 
accompanying  article).  The  next  major  Paper  Money  event  will  be  hosted  by 
NASCA  with  their  Memphis  International  Public  Auction,  being  held  June  18- 
19  in  Memphis.  The  sale  starts  with  an  astonishing  75  pieces  of  the  ultra  rare 
Russian  "sealskin"  notes  from  Alaska,  and  moves  on  to  cover  the  complete 
range  of  American  paper  currencies.  Strong  offerings  of  Obsolete  Notes  and 
Stocks  &  Bonds  will  be  certain  to  attract  the  collectors  of  early  fiscal  paper 
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CURRENCY  AUCTIONS  OF  AMERICA'S 
1993  SPRING  SALE  TOPS  $700,000

Currency  Auctions  of  America's  1993  Spring  Sale,  held  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  Central  States  Numismatic  Society  Convention, 
was  an  unqualified  success,  and  demonstrated  the  ability  of  the 
currency  market  to  absorb  the  large  collections  and  auction  sales. 
When  selling  any  numismatic  item,  there  is  simply  no  substitute  for 
demand,  and  the  quality  of  notes  in  this  sale  certainly  brought  out  the 
demand.  The  auctioneers  reported  receiving  a  far  greater  number  of 
mail  bids  than  in  any  previous  auction,  and  high  mail  Bids  at  that! 
While  130+  floor  bidders  won  their  fair  share  of  the  lots  offered,  mail 
bidders  won  more  lots  than  ever  before,  and  gave  the  floor  bidders 
'a  run  for  their  money'  on  many  more.  Total  Prices  Realized,  includ¬ 
ing  the  buyer's  premium,  greatly  exceeded  the  pre-sale  estimate,  and 
topped  the  $700,000  mark. 


The  biggest  single  surprise  (except,  of  course,  to  the  knowledge¬ 
able  buyers),  was  the  price  realized  for  the  highlight  1 902  $10  Red  Seal 
(Fr.  613)  on  the  First  NB  of  Porto  Rico  at  San  Juan.  Specialists  know 
just  how  rare  Puerto  Rico  Nationals  are,  and  demand  for  a  note  that 
may  come  along  but  once  in  a  decade  was  expected  to  be  strong.  How 
strong ?  A  VG-Fine  note  with  a  small  hole,  estimated  between  $20,000 
and  $30,000,  reached  $48,400  before  the  high  Bidder  triumphed!  Did 
we  mention  that  the  National  market  is  extremely  strong? 

While  the  catalogue  included  other  handsome  rarities,  this  was  a 
sale  of  “mainline"  material,  with  most  of  the  lots  selling  under  the 
$500  level.  While  Currency  prices  have  been  rising  steadily,  there  are 
still  plenty  of  quality  notes  available  at  levels  which  can  only  be 
considered  extremely  reasonable.  The  lot  containing  126  pieces  of 
Satirical  Fractional,  while  certainly  not  in  the  mainline,  still  realized 
a  respectable  $5,225.

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

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MEMPHIS  SHOW  CONFIRMS  MARKET  STRENGTH 

ATTENDANCE  AND  SALES  UP 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

The  recent  Memphis  International  Paper  Money  Show  confirmed  the  grow¬ 
ing  strength  of  the  market  for  collectible  paper  money.  In  recent  years,  a  number 
of  dealers  had  expressed  the  feeling  that  the  Memphis  event  was  less  a 
commercial  activity,  and  more  a  social  or  vacation  outing  for  those  in  atten¬ 
dance.  Few,  if  any,  such  comments  were  heard  this  year.  Not  only  did  collector 
attendance  appear  to  be  up  significantly  from  recent  years,  but  those  in 
attendance  seemed  more  serious  about  actually  going  home  with  new  items  for 
their  collections.  Principals  in  the  R.M.  Smythe  firm,  sponsors  of  the  official 
convention  auction,  generally  seemed  delighted  with  the  strength  of  prices  in 
their  sale.  Some  dealers  remarked,  after  both  sessions,  that  prices  were  gener¬ 
ally  Bid  to  levels  where  they  either  had  to  pay  a  bit  beyond  what  they  had  hoped, 
or  were  simply  unable  to  buy  at  realistic  wholesale  levels. 

Bourse  activity  seemed  particularly  vigorous  when  compared  with  recent 
years.  One  major  dealer  reported  sales  in  excess  of  double  his  next  most 
successful  Memphis  event.  Prices  were  generally  higher,  and  buyers  who 
hesitated  (or  collectors  attempting  to  purchase  at  wholesale  levels  or  below) 
generally  went  home  disappointed.  The  1993  International  Paper  Money  Show 
will  almost  certainly  be  fondly  remembered  by  those  who  came.  The  expecta¬ 
tion  of  higher  prices  caused  a  number  of  dealers  to  bring  out  material  they  had 
been  holding  back;  most  were  quite  pleased  with  the  results  of  the  show. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Large  Type  was  very  much  in  demand  in  Memphis.  Buyers  seemed  to  want 
almost  everything  from  inexpensive  and  common  Very  Good  notes  through 
circulated  signature-combination  rarities  priced  in  the  five-figures.  Choice  & 
Gem  notes  are  enjoying  a  resurgence  in  demand  also.  Perhaps  the  only  items 
shunned  by  buyers  were  notes  described  simply  as  "CU"  that  had  severe 
centering  problems  or  unsightly  counting  smudges.  Whatever  their  budget  or 
grade  preference,  buyers  seem  to  want  a  note  as  nice-looking  as  they  can  find. 
Centering  seems  to  be  assuming  growing  importance  in  the  mind  of  the  buyer, 
as  a  major  factor  in  determining  what  that  buyer  is  willing  to  pay.  In  fact,  with 
a  growing  number  of  buyers,  centering  seems  to  have  become  more  important 
than  grade!  This  is  particularly  true  with  the  higher  circulated  grades  (EF  &  AU) 
and  with  all  the  Uncirculated  categories.  Buyers  for  these  notes  are  very  much 
focused  on  the  "eye  appeal"  of  their  purchases.  Simply  put,  they  only  want 
items  that  look  very  nice,  whether  they  are  uncirculated  or  not.  This  can  lead  to 
the  situation  where  a  well-centered  AU  note  will  often  sell  for  more  than  a 
poorly-centered  CU;  a  well-centered  EF  can  also  bring  the  selling  dealer  a 
higher  price  than  an  off-center  AU. 

This  growing  importance  of  centering  to  buyers  has  caused  dealers  to 
regularly  price  material  accordingly.  For  buyers  trained  in  the  mindset  of  a  one- 
to-one  correlation  between  grade  and  price,  the  'new'  pricing  structure  can 
cause  endless  consternation,  as  they  reject  attractive  notes  priced  "too  high"  for 
their  grade,  only  to  discover  the  item  then  sold  to  another  customer.  As  more 
buyers  focus  on  centering  in  their  buying  decisions,  even  more  well-centered 
lower  grade  notes  will  be  outpacing  those  notes  of  higher  grade  but  with 
centering  problems.  Dealers,  in  a  sense,  are  creatures  of  their  customers;  when 
those  customers'  buying  decisions  indicate  that  they  prefer  well-centered  AU 
notes  over  poorly-centered  CU  notes,  dealers  will  respond.  Dealers  will  seek  to 
purchase  more  examples  of  the  item  in  demand,  pay  higher  wholesale  prices 
when  they  locate  them,  and  charge  higher  prices  for  the  more  sought-after 
notes.  In  this  fashion,  the  expectations  and  wants  of  customers  will  create  and 


perpetuate  a  pricing  structure  that  may  be  different  from  the  past,  when 
centering  was  far  less  of  a  factor. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

There  is  little  new  to  report  here.  This  remains  a  specialist /collector- 
dominated  market,  with  more  advanced  buyers  seeking  specialty  items  (such 
as  the  scarcer  Star  Notes)  and  paying  strong  prices  to  obtain  them.  As  remarked 
here  recently,  some  of  the  more  "common"  Small  Size  issues  had  been  shunned 
by  dealers  as  not  being  worth  the  time  or  bother  to  stock.  As  collectors  have 
realized  the  challenge  of  locating  some  of  these  "available"  notes,  they  have 
become  more  willing  to  pay  the  higher  prices  that  their  true  rarity  demands. 
This,  in  turn,  has  caused  more  dealers  to  be  willing  to  pay  a  premium  to  stock 
them,  helping  to  create  a  much  broader  market.  Early  Federal  Reserve  Notes  by 
District  are  a  case  in  point.  At  the  Memphis  Show,  this  writer  had  occasion  to 
discuss  collecting  interests  with  a  Small  Size  Note  specialist  whose  focus  is 
these  early  District  notes.  He  shared  the  fact  that,  in  some  instances,  he  has  been 
seeking  notes  of  relatively  modest  commercial  value  for  more  than  20  years 
without  ever  having  encountered  an  example  in  any  grade.  This,  despite  the 
fact  that  many  collectors  think  of  all  such  notes  as  "common",  and  hardly  give 
them  a  second  glance  (if  they  are  noticed  at  all). 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

It  seems  that  the  opposite  ends  of  the  quality  spectrum  are  most  in  demand 
here.  The  most  attractive  Gems  sell  well  at  premium  prices,  and  the  very  lowest 
quality  notes  seem  impossible  for  dealers  to  keep  in  stock.  Perhaps  more  than 
any  other  area,  the  plain  "CU"  note,  with  poor  centering  or  smudges,  seems  to 
sell  at  a  healthy  discount  -  if  it  sells  at  all!  The  typical  Fractional  collector,  with 
a  few  hundred  dollars  to  spend,  would  prefer  to  have  a  more  common  note  with 
nice  margins  than  a  scarcer  one  with  a  problem.  Similarly  the  more  advanced 
collector  with  a  higher  budget  seems  to  prefer  to  spend  the  premium  necessary 
to  obtain  the  scarcer  item  in  a  more  "eye-appealing"  condition,  than  to  compro¬ 
mise  on  the  quality  expectations  he  has  formed  in  return  for  a  price  saving. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  remain  an  area  where  collectors  predominate.  More  than  any 
other  area  of  paper  money  collecting,  it  is  collectors  rather  than  dealers  who  are 
responsible  for  the  pricing  structure.  Collectors  have  accomplished  this  by 
repeatedly  communicating  to  sellers  the  levels  they  are  willing  to  pay  for  scarce 
items.  These  past  transactions  have  created  a  market  structure  where  informed 
dealers  know  what  particular  customers  for  given  states  will  pay  for  items  they 
need .  The  typical  source  of  supply  is  the  dealer  who  is  less- well  informed  on  the 
price  expectations  of  National  collectors.  A  prime  example  of  this  was  reported 
at  the  Memphis  Show,  where  one  dealer  purchased  a  National  for  a  few 
thousand  dollars,  and  then  resold  it  in  excess  of  $10,000.  The  original  buying 
dealer  paid  a  price  that  was  satisfactory  to  the  seller,  and  succeeded  in  finding 
a  new  buyer  who  was  happy  to  purchase  the  item  at  the  higher  price.  His  profit 
was  reward  for  having  spent  years  of  effort,  and  thousands  of  dollars  in  travel 
expenses  and  advertising,  a  career  spent  learning  who  buys  what  and  at  what 
level.  The  original  seller  had  not  been  so  motivated,  and  valued  the  item  at  a  far- 
lower  level  than  the  more  knowledgeable  dealer.  It  is  also  important  to 
remember  that  had  no  one  bothered  to  learn  what  the  ultimate  buyer  was 
interested  in,  and  the  level  he  might  be  expected  to  pay,  no  transaction  would  have 
taken  place  at  all.  As  it  was,  three  parities  left  Memphis  satisfied  with  their 
activity. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Memphis  once  again  showed  that  paper  money  collecting  is  a  field  enjoying 
growing  interest.  The  R.M.  Smythe  auction  contained  an  extensive  offering  of 
stocks  and  bonds,  and  was  generally  regarded  as  quite  a  successful  event.  The 
primary  attraction  of  paper  money  collectors  to  their  field,  in  many  cases,  is  an 
appreciation  of  the  aesthetic  beauty  of  the  items  collected.  Stocks  and  Bonds 
offer  this  attribute  with  much  to  spare. 
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"SEALSKINS"  SHINE 
AT  R.M.  SMYTHE  SALE 

R.M.  Smythe  hosted  the  official  auction  at  the  Memphis  Interna¬ 
tional  Paper  Money  Show,  and  reported  strong  results.  Total  Prices 
realized  were  reported  as  $605,000.  Dealers  on  the  floor,  while 
taking  home  their  share  of  trophies,  were  heard  to  'complain'  that 
the  prices  on  many  desirable  lots  were  higher  than  their  wholesale 
limits.  Bidding  was  strong  in  all  areas  of  the  wide-ranging  cata¬ 
logue,  from  World  Currency  to  Stocks  &  Bonds. 

One  of  the  truly  outstanding  sections  of  the  catalogue  presented 
the  largest  grouping  of  Alaskan  Russian- American  Trading  Co. 
'sealskin'  notes  to  ever  be  auctioned.  Fifteen  notes  strong  (out  of  a 
total  surviving  population  of  approximately  100  to  120  pieces),  this 
'treasure  trove'  came  out  of  an  old-time  collection  auctioned  in 
Connecticut  earlier  this  year.  The  notes  were  generally  in  low 
grade,  and  didn't  photograph  particularly  well  (in  fact,  special 
photographic  techniques  had  to  be  utilized  for  the  catalog).  Due  to 
the  rather  unusual  production  elements,  not  to  mention  the  nature 
of  their  use  over  many  decades,  the  notes  were  "oily"  and  were 
sold  ungraded.  Despite  all  these  negatives,  true  numismatists 
recognized  their  incredible  rarity  and  responded  to  these  negatives 
with  a  resounding  "Who  cares?".  You  can  be  certain  that  this 
catalogue  will  become  the  standard  reference  for  collectors  of  these 
fascinating  notes.  And  what  a  story  they  do  tell. 

The  Russian  presence  in  North  America  dates  back  to  1741, 
when  Vitus  Bering  (after  whom  the  Bering  Strait  was  named) 
"discovered"  the  region.  Russian  pelt  merchants  recognized  the 
rich  potential  of  the  area,  but  it  wasn't  until  1784  that  a  permanent 
settlement  was  made.  In  1799,  the  Russian- American  Trading 
Company  was  chartered  by  Czar  Paul  I.  Like  the  Hudson's  Bay 
Company  and  the  East  India  Company,  the  Russian-American 
Trading  Company  was  both  business  enterprise  and  governmen¬ 
tal  in  nature.  The  notes  were  issued  for  use  in  the  Company 
Trading  Posts  (which  ultimately  reached  as  far  South  as  Califor¬ 
nia!).  Headquartered  on  Baranof  Island,  the  Company  rationalized 
that  the  Eskimos  wouldn't  know  how  to  properly  use  coins  or 
tokens  (metal  being  quite  prized),  and  predicted  that  the  coins 
might  be  turned  into  weapons!  Of  course,  in  a  country  whose 
numismatic  history  contains  many  examples  of  the  "company 
store"  concept,  we  recognize  this  action  as  being  solely  motivated 
by  the  desire  to  keep  the  Eskimos  tied  to  the  ARATC  Trading  Posts. 
Tying  the  Eskimos  to  the  Trading  Posts  would  help  protect  the 
trade  from  the  English  and  American  fur  traders  who  were  trying 
to  'muscle  in'  on  the  Russian  monopoly. 
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The  first  notes  were  printed  around  1816,  and  tradition  claims 
they  were  printed  on  pieces  of  used  walrus  skin  bags.  Regardless 
of  its  origin,  it  seems  the  name  'sealskins'  is  a  misnomer;  the  notes 
were  actually  printed  on  walrus  skin  or  parchment;  and  they  were 
used  primarily  to  facilitate  the  sale  of  sea  otter  skins,  and  not  seal 
skins!  Notes  were  to  be  issued  in  10,  15,  and  50  Kopeks,  and  1,  5, 
and  10  Roubles. 

After  the  destruction  of  most  of  the  fur-bearing  resources, 
Russia  was  anxious  to  rid  themselves  of  Alaska,  and  Secretary  of 
State  Seward  was  anxious  to  see  Russian  influence  removed  from 
the  Western  hemisphere.  Over  a  game  of  Whist  in  1867,  Seward 
and  the  Russian  Minister  agreed  upon  a  purchase  price  of  $7 
million,  which  a  disapproving  Congress  begrudgingly  approved. 
After  the  American  purchase  of  Alaska,  the  notes  were  redeemed 
by  the  Russians  and  presumably  destroyed.  Remembering  that  the 
activities  of  the  Alaskan  Russian-American  Trading  Co.  reached  as 
far  south  as  California,  these  really  are  'all-American'  notes!

Among  the  more  traditional  notes  sold  at  the  Memphis  sale 
were  plenty  of  interesting  pieces.  Low  serial  numbers  attracted 
spirited  bidding;  an  1899  Silver  Certificate,  Fr.235,  #K2A  in  Ch  CU 
brought  $660,  and  a  similar  note,  #H12A  in  ChAU  realized  $220. 

Of  special  interest  was  the  $1,815  paid  for  a  Proof  Essay  Model 
of  the  $2  Educational  Note  and  $2,640  for  a  Essay  Proof  of  the  $5 
Educational  Note.  An  attractive  Star  Note  of  the  ever-popular  1899 
Fr.280  Silver  Certificate,  muled  with  Fr.279  back,  brought  $1,018 
despite  its  VF-EF  grade.  A  rare  Federal  Reserve  Bank  Note  Star,  $5 
Fr.794  in  washed  Fine  on  Chicago,  realized  $726.  A  $1000  1934A 
Federal  Reserve  Note  Star,  in  CU  condition,  brought  $2,200.

HIGHER-PRICED  RARITIES  SHOW  GROWING  DEMAND 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  collectable  currency  marketplace  remains  every  bit  as  vigorous  as  it 
has  been  over  the  past  year  or  so.  If  any  one  aspect  stands  out  over  others, 
it  is  the  growing  demand  for  the  really  rare  material  —  those  signature 
combinations,  denominations  and  design  types  with  known  populations 
below  a  few  dozen  pieces.  As  might  be  expected,  such  items  typically  trade 
for  prices  in  the  $5,000  and  higher  range,  and  have  always  been  the  province 
of  a  select  group  of  buyers  who  enjoy  the  resources  necessary  to  translate 
their  interest  into  actual  purchases.  In  the  past,  this  area  has  always  had  a 
thin  supply  followed  by  a  seemingly  even  thinner  number  of  buyers. 

The  entry  of  a  newer  group  of  collectors  for  expensive  notes  has  created 
a  changed  situation,  with  at  least  a  temporary  imbalance  between  supply 
and  demand.  Truly  scarce  material  now  seems  to  sell  faster  and  at  higher 
prices  than  at  any  time  in  the  recent  past.  At  least  one  part  of  the  explanation 
for  this  emerging  trend  is  that  the  new  buyers  for  the  higher-priced  paper 
money  rarities  are  entering  from  a  background  as  serious  coin  collectors. 
The  significantly  lower  prices  at  which  low-population  paper  money  sells 
(compared  to  coins  of  comparable  rarity)  has  not  escaped  the  notice  of  these 
newcomers.  Simply  put,  they  feel  a  superior  value  is  available  for  their 
money  when  purchasing  rare  currency. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Recent  trends  continue  here.  Demand  and  prices  continue  to  increase.  All 
the  circulated  grades  are  doing  very  well,  as  are  the  Choice  and  Gem 
categories  in  the  Uncirculated  range.  Material  in  the  lowest  uncirculated 
category  with  distinct  centering  problems,  or  such  difficulties  as  heavy 
counting  smudges  or  pinholes,  remains  somewhat  difficult  to  sell.  Such 
notes,  although  technically  uncirculated,  will  often  sell  for  prices  lower  than 
a  well-centered  AU  note  that  simply  looks  nicerl 

Buyers  should  keep  in  mind  that  notes  in  any  grade  will  generally  sell 
within  a  range  of  prices  and  that  these  ranges  will  often  overlap  for  adjacent 
grades.  While  an  AU  of  a  particular  type  may  sell  for  $200-$250,  a  CU  of  the 
same  type  may  sell  for  $225  to  $275.  A  nicer-looking  AU  will  often  sell  for  a 
higher  price  than  a  CU  note  simply  because  it  'looks  nicer',  based  on  such 
eye-appeal  factors  as  centering,  color,  freedom  from  pinholes,  etc.  Many 
collectors  would  prefer  to  own  a  nicely  centered  notes  with  a  light  fold,  than 
a  poorly-centered  one  with  absolutely  no  folds.  Such  buyer  logic  is  increas¬ 
ing,  resulting  in  pricing  overlaps. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Although  more  new  buyers  continue  to  enter  the  field,  prices  for  type 
remain  relatively  stable.  There  are  such  large  supplies  of  many  of  the  less 
expensive  types  available  that  prices  can  be  expected  to  remain  stable  until 
buyer  demand  increases  significantly.  Prices  for  scarcer  items  (such  as  better 
Star  Notes)  appear  to  be  'on  the  rise'.  Error  notes  are  especially  strong,  and 
price  levels  are  significantly  higher  than  prevailed  two  or  three  years  ago. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Buyers  here  seem  to  want  either  the  best  or  the  worst.  Gem  Notes  are 
selling  well  at  current  levels,  as  are  the  most  highly  circulated  items. 
Supplies  seem  largely  to  be  in  rough  balance  with  demand,  and  prices  are 
more  stable  than  in  the  past  several  years  (when  they  were  advancing  more 
than  is  the  case  today). 


NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

The  market  for  uncirculated  Nationals  by  type  continues  to  be  quite 
strong.  Supplies  of  such  material  have  become  increasingly  elusive,  and 
higher  prices  will  likely  be  necessary  to  call  additional  supplies  onto  the 
market.  Nationals  sought  by  state  collectors,  where  bank  rarity  and  not 
condition  are  the  primary  determinants  of  value,  remains  a  strong  area. 
While  the  trend  towards  state  collecting  is  clear,  the  actual  states  in  or  out  'of 
favor'  sometimes  changes  from  month  to  month.  A  growing  number  of 
collectors  are  willing  to  pay  ever-higher  prices  for  rare  Nationals.  Some¬ 
times  even  dealers  specializing  in  this  field  can  be  surprised  by  the  levels 
that  rarities  from  strongly  collected  states  can  reach.  While  the  market  for 
any  given  state  can  sometimes  be  quite  thin,  this  is  less  often  the  case  than  in 
the  past.  A  growing  population  has  become  hooked  on  Nationals,  and  since 
these  collectors  tend  to  remain  in  the  field  for  an  extended  period  of  time,  the 
upward  pressure  they  exert  on  prices  will  likely  be  felt  for  some  time  to 
come.  While  Nationals  can  be  a  bit  of  a  minefield  for  dealers  as  demand 
shifts  from  state  to  state,  the  overall  trend  remains  moderately  to  strongly 
upward. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Obsolete  market  remains  healthy,  with  buyers  focusing  more  on 
particular  states  (much  as  National  collectors  do),  rather  than  on  rare  notes 
regardless  of  location.  The  market  for  better  stocks  and  bonds  appears  to  be 
strengthening,  as  more  collectors  continue  to  enter  this  field. 

Military  Payment  Certificates 

an  update.  .  .

Activity  in  Military  Payment  Certificates  is  mixed,  with  later  issues  in 
AU  condition  in  demand.  Vietnam  era  veterans  are  finding  their  way  into 
the  marketplace,  buying  Uncirculated  examples  of  the  low-priced  items  and 
Extremely  Fine+  examples  of  the  higher-priced  MPCs.  At  the  same  time, 
quantities  of  low-grade{ but  not  high-grade)  notes  are  coming  out  of  Vietnam; 
the  current  supply  is  greater  than  demand.  One  Uncirculated  Vietnam  era 
note  is  picking  up  steam;  the  series  681  $10  certificate  is  now  very  difficult 
to  locate  in  Uncirculated  condition,  and  more  collectors  are  looking  for 
them!  This  MPC  always  seemed  common,  and  both  collectors  and  dealers 
have  overlooked  it;  its  price  will  likely  continue  to  climb  in  the  next  few 
months  (and  the  $20  denomination  as  well).  Pay  special  attention  to  this 
projection  applying  to  Choice  Uncirculated  notes  only;  circulated  examples 
remain  very  common.  The  earlier  series  continue  to  sell  well  in  the  middle 
grades,  and  stocks  are  only  moderate.  Supply  and  demand  are  in  balance  for 
the  moment.  Key  notes  are  not  quick  sellers  in  high  condition,  but  again, 
there  are  not  many  available.  These  same  notes  sell  well  in  lower  grades. 

Replacement  notes  continue  to  be  easy  to  sell,  and  are  the  heart  of  the 
current  MPC  market  (although  there  are  some  adjustments  being  felt  there 
also).  However,  circulated  replacements  are  also  coming  out  of  V ietnam  and 
are  not  in  heavy  demand;  it  seems  like  collectors  who  might  be  interested 
have  already  obtained  these  MPCs.  Circulated  examples  from  the  earlier 
series,  on  the  other  hand,  are  selling  well,  and  the  few  available  kevs  are 
setting  record  prices.  Prices  for  MPC  coupons  (for  Thai  &  Korean  soldiers  in 
Vietnam)  are  sluggish  except  for  the  best  pieces,  which,  as  always,  will  find 
an  eager  buyer.

MARKET  CONTINUES  TO  SHOW  STRENGTH 

COLLECTOR  MATERIAL  IN  DEMAND 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market

The  market  for  collectable  paper  money  continues  its  most  recent  trends. 
Demand  remains  strong  across  a  wide  front,  and  prices  continue  to  advance  at  a 
moderate  pace.  Unlike  the  investment-oriented  marketplace  of  the  late  1970s 
(when  prices  rose  at  a  dizzying  rate),  today's  market  is  driven  primarily  by 
collector  demand.  The  typical  collector  purchases  items  one  (or  a  few)  at  a  time, 
and  then  holds  his  purchases  for  an  extended  period.  This  contrasts  with  the  more 
speculative-oriented  buyer  who  purchases  in  quantity  based  on  an  expectation  of 
future  price  increases;  and  then  often  unloads,  when  he  believes  future  price 
increases  may  not  be  up  to  his  expectations. 

Collector  behavior  as  described  above  tends  to  result  in  just  the  kind  of  market 
we  have  now  (whether  prices  are  going  up  or  down),  with  relatively  small  price 
changes  from  month  to  month.  Speculators  tend  to  create  much  more  noticeable 
price  changes,  with  material  going  up  very  rapidly  and  then  often  collapsing 
(sometimes  even  faster  than  it  was  run  up!).  A  speculator-driven  market  can  often 
experience  very  large  price  movements  driven  by  only  a  small  number  of  buyers, 
whose  large  purchases  and  sales  take  place  at  levels  well  beyond  those  considered 
logical  by  the  majority  of  market  participants. 

While  prices  for  most  of  the  material  reported  in  the  Currency  Dealer  Newslet¬ 
ter  have  now  been  moving  up  for  the  past  several  years,  the  trend  has  remained  a 
gradual  one  driven  by  the  entry  of  new  collectors.  In  some  instances,  these  pur¬ 
chasers  have  been  'refugees'  from  the  coin  market,  who  feel  more  comfortable  with 
the  more  relaxed  pace  of  a  collector-oriented  marketplace.  As  more  and  more  of 
these  buyers  develop  an  interest  in  paper  money,  the  recent  trend  of  price  in¬ 
creases  should  continue.  However,  even  if  some  of  these  newer  participants 
collectively  make  the  decision  that  another  collectable  is  more  to  their  taste,  any 
price  declines  could  be  expected  to  be  just  as  gradual  and  orderly  as  were  the 
increases  caused  by  their  entry. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

This  has  long  been  one  of  the  "glamour"  areas  of  paper  money  collecting,  with 
collectors  paying  special  attention  to  price  trends.  Collector-oriented  notes  in  the 
lower-  to  middle  price  ranges  continue  to  be  in  short  supply.  Newer  collectors 
typically  (and  logically)  feel  more  comfortable  with  the  less  'pricey'  notes,  and  as 
more  collectors  enter  the  market,  this  type  of  material  is  often  the  first  area  of 
focus. 

Growing  numbers  of  buyers  are  also  purchasing  the  higher-quality  notes,  as 
well  as  the  really  rare  items.  The  supply-demand  equation  seems  much  more  in 
balance  for  the  better-quality  notes  (those  reported  in  the  Choice  and  Gem  col¬ 
umns),  and  as  a  result,  prices  here  are  more  stable.  The  growing  number  of  buyers 
for  rarities  is  placing  upward  pressure  on  price  levels  for  this  type  of  material,  since 
by  definition  the  supply  is  very  thin,  and  even  higher  prices  can  fail  to  cause  larger 
quantities  to  come  on  the  market.  If  a  buyer  were  to  advertise  that  he  was  paying 
$2,000  for  Gem  $10  1901  Legal  Tender  Notes,  it  would  likely  result  in  a  measurable 
increase  in  the  number  of  such  pieces  being  offered  to  him  for  sale.  However,  with 
notes  that  exist  in  mere  handfuls,  offers  to  buy  at  higher  prices  may  have  virtually 
no  effect  on  the  available  supply  (since  that  supply  is  so  small).  Prices  for  the  really 
rare  notes  have  indeed  begun  to  move  up  recently;  the  entry  of  new  buyers  (in 
what  amounts  to  a  competitive  bidding  situation  for  a  supply  relatively  fixed  over 
the  short-term)  can  result  only  in  higher  prices  for  the  few  pieces  that  are  available. 
Prices  can  be  expected  to  continue  to  advance  overall  in  the  Large  Size  area,  as 
dealers  realize  that  while  one  buyer  may  hunt  for  bargains  and  quibble  over  price, 
there  will  likely  be  several  others  willing  to  pay  current  levels  (or  even  a  bit 
beyond!).  Dealers  in  such  a  marketplace  also  realize  that  there  will  likely  be  no 
bargains  for  them  when  they  go  to  replenish  inventories  depleted  by  strong  sales. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  market  for  Small  Size  Type  seems  to  be  several  separate  markets.  On  the 
one  hand,  there  is  the  marketplace  for  those  most  common  pieces  that  beginners 
and  lower-budget  collectors  seem  to  favor.  While  demand  is  high  here  and  grow¬ 
ing,  prices  are  quite  stable;  there  are  abundant  supplies  to  meet  anticipated  de¬ 
mand.  The  result  is  that  prices  are  moving  in  a  horizontal  fashion,  mostly  neither 


healthy,  to  the  extent  of  experiencing  rather  strong  upward  price  movements.  The 
scarcer  Star  Notes  and  Error  Notes  seem  to  be  as  strong  (or  stronger!)  than  at  any 
time  in  recent  memory.  Error  Notes  are  especially  remarkable  in  that  demand  was 
weak  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  now  they  are  one  of  the  hottest  areas  in  paper 
money.  Rather  than  being  driven  by  speculators  hoping  to  make  a  fast-profit  on 
their  purchases.  Errors  are  going  up  in  price  because  more  collectors  have  found 
them  to  be  an  interesting  item  to  own.  Better  Errors  are  selling  at  auction  for  prices 
most  dealers  would  have  been  hesitant  to  ask  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  show  no 
signs  of  weakening.  While  the  better  Stars  are  certainly  not  as  strong  as  Errors, 
they  too  are  enjoying  vigorous  demand.  They  are  driven  by  the  same  collector 
impulse,  i.e.  individuals  simply  buying  items  that  are  a  challenge  to  locate,  be¬ 
cause  they  like  and  appreciate  them,  and  want  to  possess  them  for  a  long  period. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Although  prices  have  been  largely  stable  here  over  the  recent  past,  demand  has 
been  growing  for  exceptionally  nice  pieces.  Such  items  typically  trade  well  beyond 
Gem  prices  reported  here,  but  buyers  should  keep  in  mind  that  to  merit  exceptional 
prices,  the  notes  themselves  must,  in  fact,  be  of  exceptional  quality.  For  example, 
experienced  Fractional  collectors  know  that  Third  Issue  50tf  Justice  Notes  with  full 
side-margins  are  few  and  far  between.  When  such  notes  are  encountered,  they  will 
often  sell  for  well-beyond  what  their  type  counterpart  (with  more  typical  center¬ 
ing)  would  bring.  If  nice-centering  were  the  rule  for  this  note,  then  there  would  be 
no  logical  reason  for  a  premium  to  apply  for  items  with  this  attribute.  Since  many 
Fractional  collectors  also  have  an  interest  in  stamps,  where  margins  and  centering 
are  very  important,  it  is  not  unusual  that  buyers  here  would  have  similar  tastes.  It 
should  also  be  remembered  that  just  as  centering  considerations  can  really  help  the 
value  of  a  note  on  the  high  end  of  the  scale,  they  can  also  hurt  it  on  the  low-end. 
Especially  for  the  more  common  issues  that  can  often  be  found  typically  well 
centered,  cut-in  margins  can  make  a  note  very  difficult  to  sell  except  at  a  significant 
discount  for  its  grade. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  are  another  paper  money  area  dominated  by  the  collector,  in  terms 
of  defining  the  value  of  available  material.  Nationals,  in  effect,  are  two  separate 
markets,  the  Type  market  and  the  Bank  Rarity  market.  Collectors  of  Type  Nation¬ 
als  naturally  focus  more  on  condition,  whereas,  those  who  collect  for  bank  rarity 
are  more  concerned  with  the  population  of  known  notes  from  the  issuing  institu¬ 
tion.  As  might  be  expected,  almost  by  definition,  the  Type  Nationals  can  be 
expected  to  be  more  available  than  those  where  bank  rarity  is  the  primary  pricing 
factor.  Over  the  past  several  years,  demand  for  uncirculated  Nationals  seems  to 
have  virtually  exhausted  the  available  supply,  and  such  items  are  now  many 
multiples  harder  to  find  than  just  two  or  three  years  ago.  Higher  prices  can  be 
expected  if  additional  supplies  are  to  be  called  forth  from  their  current  holding 
places.  The  market  for  scarcer  Nationals  is  also  as  strong  as  it  has  ever  been.  The 
current  "hot"  state  may  change  from  one  month  to  the  next,  but  the  fact  remains 
that  more  collectors  seem  willing  to  pay  relatively  high  prices  for  the  Nationals 
they  want,  than  at  any  time  in  the  past.  It  must  be  remembered  that  National 
collectors  tend  to  focus  on  one  or  two  states  (or  even  areas  within  a  state).  For  this 
reason,  scarce  notes  from  an  out-of-favor  area  may  sell  for  seemingly  inexpensive 
prices,  while  notes  of  lesser  rarity  from  an  "in-demand"  state  may  command  prices 
that  seem  illogical  (when  measured  in  terms  of  rarity  alone).  More  than  any  other 
area  of  paper  money  collecting,  National  price  levels  are  subject  to  change  as 
collectors  enter  and  leave  the  market  for  a  particular  state. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Demand  for  Confederate  material  remains  healthy,  as  does  that  for  Obsolete 
Notes.  Obsoletes  seem  to  be  traded  much  more  like  Nationals  than  was  the  case  a 
few  years  ago.  Collectors  are  focusing  increasingly  on  a  few  states,  rather  than 
being  more  wide-ranging  in  their  purchasing.  This  is  perhaps  understandable 
when  one  remembers  that  Obsolete  prices  have  advanced  significantly  over  the 
past  decade,  and  collectors  may  need  to  be  more  selective  simply  due  to  budgetary 
considerations.  The  market  also  seems  to  be  growing  for  Stocks  and  Bonds,  as 
price  levels  here  are  continuing  to  move  up  in  response  to  growing  numbers  of 
new  collectors  entering  the  market.

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A  FEW  OBSERVATIONS 
ON  THE  DESIGNS  OF 
FEDERAL  RESERVE  NOTES 

The  redesign  of  our  coins  and  currency  is  a  perennial  topic  for  discussion 
and  debate  among  collectors.  While  nearly  all  are  agreed  that  our  current 
designs  are  “tired",  and  most  are  agreed  that  they  are  "uninspired",  there  is 
little  or  no  unanimity  when  it  comes  to  suggestions  for  new  designs. 

Since  all  beauty  and  art  lies  in  the  eye  of  the  beholder,  this  is  necessarily  a 
matter  of  personal  opinion.  In  my  observations  about  our  Federal  Reserve 
Currency,  I  will  freely  admit  a  prejudice  towards  unifortnity  of  style  across  a 
product  line  (but  a  'uniformity'  which  allows  for  some  necessary  freedom  of 
interpretation).  From  a  design  standpoint,  notes  should  be  different  enough  to 
be  easily  differentiated,  yet  be  similar  enough  to  be  immediately  recognizable 
as  a  fiscal  instrument  of  the  United  States.  Denomination  marks  should  be 
sufficient  in  number  and  in  size  to  reinforce  the  value  concept,  and  naturally 
act  as  a  deterrent  to  alteration  ( raising  the  value,  etc.). 

On  that  basis,  the  central  vignettes  on  the  Faces  of  our  Federal  Reserve 
Notes  score  reasonably  high.  Within  differing  frames,  the  central  vignettes  of 
great  leaders  from  our  past  permits  veneration  of  these  great  Americans.  The 
names  of  Washington,  Jefferson,  Lincoln,  Hamilton,  Jackson,  Grant,  Franklin 
would  certainly  appear  on  most  lists  of  "Great  Americans",  although  such 
choices  are  always  open  to  interpretation  and  opinion.  For  example,  both 
Jefferson  and  Hamilton  (for  very  different  reasons)  are  heroes  of  mine,  but  I 
think  both  of  them  are  misplaced  on  our  currency.  Since  the  $2  Note  is  almost 
an  afterthought,  it  relegates  Jefferson  to  a  position  of  secondary  honor. 
Hamilton  was  a  key  player  in  the  establishment  of  the  fiscal  foundation  of  the 
new  nation,  but  he  may  not  be  in  the  same  league  as  a  Washington  or  a 
Lincoln;  perhaps  his  place  of  honor  on  the  $10  Note  reflects  on  the  Treasury 
Department's  sense  of  their  own  history.  Perhaps  my  real  objection  is  that  I 
believe  that  Hamilton  would  be  appalled  to  know  that  his  image  was  adorn¬ 
ing  our  inflationary  fiats. 

The  selection  of  Grant  also  gives  me  some  difficulty.  Is  he  a  "greater" 
American  than  Madison  (all  but  forgotten  on  the  $5,000  note)  or  Jefferson  (all 
but  ignored  on  the  $2)?  Military  heroes  are  an  important  part  of  our  history, 
and  deserve  credit  and  recognition  for  their  part  in  securing  our  freedom  — 
but,  is  Grant  more  important  than  Thomas  Edison,  or  Patrick  Henry,  or  John  F. 
Knox?  And  what  are  we  to  make  of  McKinley  on  the  $500,  Cleveland  on  the 
$1,000,  Madison  on  the  $5,000,  or  Chase  on  the  $10,000?  Since  we  are  not  likely 
to  see  these  denominations  issued  again,  are  these  men  to  be  permanently 
forgotten?  Or  should  they  be? 

When  America  issued  many  classes  of  currency,  there  was  opportunity  for 
portraits  of  'lesser'  individuals  as  well  as  those  more  prominent.  With  Federal 
Reserve  Notes  as  our  only  active  currency,  are  we  forced  into  making  deci¬ 
sions,  or  to  be  more  precise,  into  living  with  the  decisions  made  lifetimes  ago? 
The  simple  truth,  like  it  or  not,  is  that  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  make  any 
changes  in  the  currency  vignettes  without  a  complete  overhaul  of  the  entire 
currency  line.  Think  of  the  havoc  that  would  be  created  by  putting 
Washington's  face  on  the  'current'  $5  notes.  Generations  of  experience  linking 
Washington's  face  with  the  $1  denomination  would  suddenly  be  thrown  into 
confusion,  not  to  mention  the  havoc  created  with  change-making  machines. 

The  vignettes  on  the  Backs  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes  present  a  different 
class  of  questions.  Here  my  prejudice  is  easily  stated;  all  the  back  vignettes 
should  be  related  to  the  individuals  on  the  front  vignettes,  or,  all  of  the  Back 
vignettes  should  be  totally  unrelated  to  the  individuals  (i.e.  vignettes  featur¬ 


ing  our  great  National  Parks).  Instead,  we  almost  have  a  policy  of  linking  these 
great  Americans  with  the  buildings  most  closely  associated  with  them  ( espe¬ 
cially  if  the  building  is  located  in  D.C.). 

Skipping  the  $1  FRN  for  a  moment,  how  many  of  the  current  pairings  are 
well-matched? 

•/  Jefferson  was  well-matched  with  the  Monticello  Back  of  the  Legal  Tender 
Notes,  which  followed  the  theme  of  man  &  building ;  Jefferson  is  nicely- 
matched  with  Trumbull's  "The  Signing  of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen¬ 
dence"  (although  it  might  have  been  prudent  if  his  authorship  was  noted); 
following  the  dominant  pattern  of  matching  leadership  with  his  Washing¬ 
ton  building,  however,  Jefferson  should  be  matched  with  his  Memorial; 

S  Lincoln  is  well-matched  with  the  Lincoln  Memorial  (for  obvious  reasons), 
following  the  dominant  pattern,  but  would  a  man  who  espoused  such 
simple  tastes  have  preferred  to  be  remembered  by  some  other  location 
from  his  career  (perhaps  a  vignette  of  the  delivery  of  the  Gettysburg 
Address)?; 

S  Hamilton  is  well-matched  with  the  Treasury  Building  (this  is  more  subtle, 
but  certainly  appropriate  enough);  there  are  some  Hamilton-related  sites, 
but  none  picturesque  enough  for  currency  (I  mean,  have  you  been  to 
Weehawken  lately?); 

S  Jackson  is  interestingly-matched  with  the  White  House  (incidentally,  this 
match  proves  that  the  Treasury  has  a  sense  of  humor,  since  Jackson's 
followers  trashed  the  White  House  when  the  front  gates  were  opened 
during  his  inaugural  bacchanal); 

S  Franklin  is  well-matched  with  Independence  Hall,  and  is  one  of  the  politi¬ 
cal  heroes  fortunate  enough  to  have  died  before  being  associated  with 
Washington,  D.C.;  keep  in  mind  that  this  is  one  of  the  few  denominations 
not  to  have  a  'D.C.'  Back. 

0  The  pairing  of  U.S.  Grant  with  the  Capitol  building  so  lacks  logic  that  it 
cannot  in  good  faith  be  called  a  matching.  How  can  we  justify  this  portrait 
of  the  Capitol  building?  It's  quite  simple,  really,  when  you  remember  that 
the  dominant  pattern  of  our  currency  backs  is  in  praise  of  our  Washington 
monuments.  With  most  of  the  other  D.C.  monuments  already  featured,  I 
suppose  the  Capitol  had  to  be  put  somewhere. 

So,  what  about  Washington?  Throughout  his  adult  life,  Washington  noted 
his  important  ties  (indeed,  almost  mystical  ties)  with  Mount  Vernon.  Through 
the  years  of  hard  war,  all  Washington  wanted  to  do  was  return  to  his  beloved 
Mount  Vernon.  During  his  Presidency,  it  was  Mount  Vernon  that  beckoned 
him  home.  So  what  has  Washington  been  paired  with  on  our  Federal  cur¬ 
rency?  How  have  we  honored  his  stated  preferences?  On  the  Large  Sized 
Legal  Tender  Note,  he  faces  Christopher  Columbus;  he  shares  the  $100  Com¬ 
pound  Interest  Treasury  Note  with  Justice  and  Guardian,  and  the  $2  Silver 
Certificate  with  Mechanics  and  Agriculture;  the  Back  of  the  $1  Educational 
Note  at  least  is  shared  with  Martha.  What  great  sense  of  artistry  do  we  project 
today?  The  $1  Federal  Reserve  Note  is  shared  not  with  the  Washington 
Monument,  not  with  Martha,  not  with  Mount  Vernon,  but  with  the  "Seeing- 
Eye"  Pyramid  of  the  Great  Seal.  I'm  sure  George  would  have  rather  stayed 
home. 

While  the  Faces  of  the  Federal  Reserve  Notes  can  be  'spruced  up'  a  bit,  it 
seems  evident  that  as  long  as  we  have  the  current  denominations,  we  must 
keep  the  current  vignettes  and  denomination  markings;  that  leaves  little 
opportunity  for  improvements.  The  Backs,  on  the  other  hand,  could  be  changed 
without  disturbing  the  Faces;  I  vote  in  favor  of  dumping  the  monuments  to 
the  power  of  Washington,  D.C.,  and  instead,  to  pictorially  praise  the  sites 
associated  with  the  men  we  venerate  (i.e.  the  $2  Note).  It's  time  for  Washing¬ 
ton  to  be  reunited  with  Mount  Vernon. 

We  will  leave  the  question  of  whether  it  is  necessary  to  honor  the  same 
politicians  on  both  our  coins  and  currency  for  another  day.

GRADING 

An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.  Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems.

ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  paper  money  market  remains  quite  strong,  continuing  the  trend  which  has 
prevailed  for  the  last  several  years.  Prices  continue  to  advance,  with  the  pace  a 
leisurely  10%  to  20%  per  year,  and  based  largely  on  collector-driven  demand.  This  is 
definitely  not  the  frantic  pace  of  the  speculative  bubble  of  the  late  1970s  and  early 
1980s,  with  its  sometimes  double-digit  per  month  increases.  Instead  of  focusing  on 
what  is  'most  in  demand',  it  would  actually  be  easier  to  mention  what  is  not.  Generally, 
as  centering  has  become  more  important  in  the  eyes  of  both  dealers  and  collectors  (as 
a  significant  factor  in  establishing  the  selling  price),  material  with  touching  or  cut-in 
margins  has  suffered.  Typically,  the  more  available  a  note  is,  the  more  particular  a 
buyer  will  be  in  seeking  a  nicely-centered  piece.  The  scarcer  an  item  is,  the  more 
willing  the  buyer  (generally)  will  be  to  compromise  on  his  centering  expectations. 

For  example,  while  a  Gem  $1  1923  Silver  Certificate  with  attractive  centering  might 
retail  in  the  area  of  $60,  that  same  note  in  otherwise  Gem  quality  but  with  a  very  tight 
margin  might  be  a  hard  sell  at  $25.  A  Gem  Bison  with  nice  centering  that  would 
typically  retail  in  the  range  of  $1,500  would  likely  sell  for  half  that  (or  even  less)  with 
a  very  tight  margin.  While  it  would  be  a  technically  Uncirculated  note,  its  actual 
market  value  would  be  no  more  (and  perhaps  even  less)  than  the  value  of  a  nicely- 
centered  About  Uncirculated  example. 

It  is  not  simply  price  that  is  taken  into  consideration  by  buyers  concerned  about 
centering,  but  rather  how  available  well-centered  examples  might  be.  Experienced 
collectors  know,  for  example,  that  50-cent  Justice  Notes  almost  always  come  with  one 
side  margin  tight  or  slightly  cut-in,  and  will  quite  happily  pay  Gem  prices  for  such  a 
note  that  has  all  the  other  characteristics  of  a  Gem.  Rather  than  shunning  the  tightly- 
margined  pieces,  they  instead  will  pay  very  substantial  premiums  for  the  exceptional 
example  that  is  fully  margined  all  around.  The  bottom  line  is  that  notes  that  look  nice, 
whatever  their  grade,  sell  promptly.  Notes  that  have  an  impairment,  such  as  the  tight 
margins  discussed  here,  don't.  If  the  aesthetic  impact  of  an  attractive  About  Uncircu¬ 
lated  note  makes  it  more  pleasing  than  a  less  attractive  Uncirculated  piece,  it  will  be 
worth  more  than  the  higher  grade  example.  The  fact  that  grade  does  not  entirely 
determine  price  is  a  concept  which  more  and  more  buyers  are  utilizing  in  their 
purchasing  decisions.  Grade  is  certainly  a  factor  in  price  calculations,  but  perhaps  no 
longer  the  most  important  one,  and  it  is  increasingly  eclipsed  by  overall  aesthetic 
appeal. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Large  Size  Type  remains  the  most  visible  of  the  paper  money  specialties,  and 
continues  to  be  strong  across  the  board.  The  introductory  comments  about  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  a  note's  overall  aesthetics  are  particularly  apt  here.  Large  Size  Type  buyers 
want  items  that  look  nice,  and  tend  to  shy  away  from  badly-margined  notes,  or  those 
with  heavier  than  usual  teller's  counting  marks  (especially  where  such  marks  carry 
unsightly  soil).  More  than  any  other  area,  a  nice  looking  note  of  a  lower  grade  will 
have  a  higher  value  than  a  'not  as  nice  looking'  piece  of  a  higher  grade.  Buyers  are 
increasingly  focusing  on  eye  appeal  rather  than  grade  alone  in  deciding  how  much 
they  will  pay,  just  as  sellers  are  doing  in  determining  their  minimum  price  require¬ 
ments. 

As  reported  here  recently,  the  new  trend  of  greater  demand  (and  upward  price 
pressure)  for  the  most  expensive  and  truly  rare  pieces  continues.  Buyers  with  re¬ 
sources  to  purchase  notes  worth  $5,000  or  more,  are  now  realizing  that  the  conse¬ 
quence  of  passing  on  a  note  (while  seeking  a  price  concession  from  the  seller)  may  be 
that  a  similar  piece  won't  be  available  for  years.  And  should  another  be  located,  the 
substitute  will  almost  certainly  be  even  more  expensive!  Indeed,  as  dealers  direct  the 
limited  supply  of  rarer  notes  toward  more  accommodating  buyers,  the  consequence  of 
'bargain  hunting'  for  scarce  pieces  can  be  that  such  a  buyer  will  not  be  given  'first 
choice'  for  similar  items.  The  balance  of  the  Large  Type  market  remains  as  it  has  been 
—  virtually  everything  is  selling  at  a  healthy  pace,  except  pieces  that  just  plain  don't 
look  nice. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  Small  Size  Type  market  is  also  very  much  as  it  has  been  for  the  last  several 
years.  While  it  is  by  no  means  as  active  as  Large  Size  Type  (in  terms  of  total  dollars 


spent),  there  is  considerable  activity  here.  Error  Notes  are  especially  strong  and  seem 
to  be  getting  even  stronger.  Collectors  also  want  to  buy  scarcer  Star  Notes,  and  almost 
anything  that  is  a  challenge  to  find.  Centering  is  becoming  more  important  here,  as 
well.  When  a  well-centered  note  (of  whatever  grade)  is  available  for  $50  (and  quite 
readily  so  at  that  level),  buyers  have  decided  that  is  makes  no  sense  to  spend  half  that 
amount  for  a  problem  note  with  a  bad  margin.  In  many  instances  they  have  learned 
this  the  hard  way,  by  purchasing  an  impaired  note  at  an  apparent  bargain  price,  only  to 
discover  later  that  an  even  greater  bargain  will  have  to  be  offered  to  dispose  of  the 
item. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

Sellers  who  are  offering  the  very  lowest  grades  (in  the  under-$25  per  item  range), 
as  well  as  those  selling  the  very  best  quality,  report  that  sales  are  quite  brisk.  The  in- 
between  material  is  moving  at  a  much  slower  pace  and  with  some  price  softness. 
Especially  hard  to  sell  are  common,  poorly-margined  notes  or  those  with  other 
problems,  such  as  paper  aging.  Beginning  collectors,  and  those  outside  the  traditional 
numismatic  ranks,  are  buying  up  the  lowest-priced  items,  while  more  advanced 
collectors  are  focusing  on  the  better-quality  notes.  Outrageously  nice  Gems  can  sell  for 
well  in  advance  of  the  prices  reported  here.  It  should  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that 
rare  items  are  by  definition  hard  to  find ;  when  a  seller  offers  material  at  a  significant 
premium  on  the  basis  of  rarity  in  the  quality  offered,  the  buyer  should  be  reasonably 
satisfied  that  such  quality  is  indeed  as  hard  to  find  as  the  seller  claims. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Uncirculated  Large  Size  Nationals  seem  to  be  disappearing.  This  writer  can  recall 
(within  the  last  five  or  six  years),  being  able  to  readily  acquire  attractive  Third  Charter 
Nationals  in  Uncirculated  condition  for  $100  or  so.  Even  though  the  going  rate  can 
now  be  double  that  (or  more!),  they  seem  harder  to  find!  Similarly,  Gem  $5  Brown 
Backs  that  could  be  purchased  for  $300  or  so,  within  the  same  period,  are  harder  to 
locate  at  $600.  Perhaps  the  population  of  buyers  is  coming  to  realize  that  such  items 
are  much  scarcer  than  once  thought,  and  that  so-called  "hoard"  notes,  once  shunned 
as  "common",  can  be  a  maddening  challenge  to  find.  By  traditional  numismatic 
standards,  a  purchase  price  of  a  few  hundred  dollars  for  an  uncirculated  'anything' 
from  the  19th  Century,  is  relatively  modest.  Yet  the  challenge  can  be  considerable 
when  it  comes  to  such  purchases  in  paper  money.  It  is  certainly  not  unusual  to  have  a 
coin  buyer  approach  a  dealer  and  indicate  that  he  has  $10,000  to  spend  in  a  particular 
area;  such  an  amount  would  be  gone  in  a  flash  on  coins.  See  how  long  it  would  take  to 
spend  $10,000  on  uncirculated  Third  Charter  Nationals. 

Nationals  collected  for  the  rarity  of  the  issuing  bank,  rather  than  condition,  also 
remain  quite  strong.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind,  however,  that  the  bank  rarity  market  is 
really  composed  of  numerous  sub-markets  based  on  demand  for  different  states  (and 
regions  within  states).  As  new  collectors  come,  and  older  ones  go,  any  given  state 
market  can  change  quite  radically.  It  wasn't  too  long  ago,  for  example,  that  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  was  one  of  the  "backwater"  areas  dealers  shunned,  and  even  rare  notes  from  that 
state  had  to  be  sold  at  prices  well-below  what  those  who  appreciated  rarity  thought 
they  "ought"  to  be  worth.  That  situation  has  changed,  and  Pennsylvania  is  now 
considered  a  "better"  state  by  dealers.  The  reason  for  the  change  is  that  new  buyers 
have  come  on  the  scene;  their  collective  purchasing  decisions  have  redefined  the 
commercial  value  of  Pennsylvania  Nationals. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Stocks  and  bonds  continue  to  enjoy  strong  demand.  By  most  numismatic  stan¬ 
dards,  they  are  still  downright  inexpensive,  and  this  fact,  coupled  with  their  attractive 
designs,  can  only  be  expected  to  lead  to  a  growing  collector  base.  While  many 
certificates  exist  in  huge  quantities,  the  field  also  offers  rarities  to  satisfy  the  serious 
collector  who  wants  to  acquire  'challenging'  items.  The  market  for  Confederate  and 
Obsolete  material  also  remains  healthy.  It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  Obsolete 
market  has  become  much  more  like  that  for  Nationals,  with  an  increasing  number  of 
buyers  specializing  in  geographic  areas.  This  is  perhaps  an  inevitable  consequence  of 
the  fact  that  Obsolete  prices  are  considerably  higher  than  in  the  past,  and  collectors 
having  limited  resources  can't  collect  everything. 

AUCTIONS 

The  next  major  paper  money  offering  will  be  the  Lyn  Knight  sale,  held  in  St.  Louis 
in  conjunction  with  the  November  12-14  National  and  World  Paper  Money  Conven¬ 
tion.  If  the  pre-show  booth  sales  for  the  St.  Louis  show  (which  is  sponsored  by  the 
Professional  Currency  Dealers  Association)  are  any  indication,  both  the  sale  and  show 
are  apt  to  be  particularly  active.

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MUTILATED  MONEY; 

THE  BEP'S  'OTHER'  JOB 

Among  its  many  responsibilities,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving 
and  Printing  examines  damaged  and  mutilated  currency  for 
reimbursement.  "Every  year,  the  Bureau  handles  more  than 
30,000  mutilated  currency  claims,  and  sends  out  reimburse¬ 
ment  checks  for  over  $30  million,"  according  to  Director  Pete 
Daly.  Thanks  to  fires  in  California,  hurricanes  in  Florida,  and 
flooding  in  the  Midwest,  the  Office  of  Currency  Standards  of 
the  BEP  has  been  particularly  busy  in  recent  years. 

The  degree  of  damage  determines  how  a  claim  should  be 
handled.  For  example,  this  year's  floods  mean  that  a  lot  of 
stores,  restaurants,  hotels  and  homeowners  are  going  to  be 
left  with  a  lot  of  waterlogged  and  muddied  currency.  If  the 
notes  can  be  individually  separated  and  simply  dried  (be¬ 
tween  paper  towels),  you  will  probably  be  able  to  exchange 
your  money  for  new  bills  at  your  local 
bank  (if  you  can  find  one  that  isn't 
under  water)  or  Federal  Reserve 
Bank.  This  is  the  easy  solution  to 
the  simple  problem  of  short-term 
immersion. 

However,  if  your  currency 
has  been  torn,  ripped  apart, 
mashed  or  otherwise  muti¬ 
lated,  it  must  be  sent  to  the 
Office  of  Currency  Standards. 

In  a  year,  unlike  this  one, 
when  America  has  been  spared 
natural  disasters,  most  of  the  currency 
they  examine  has  been  burned,  wet  or  bur¬ 
ied  for  long  periods,  seriously  torn  or  shredded, 
or  come  in  contact  with  chemicals.  (My  favorite  story 
concerns  the  husband  who  decided  to  celebrate  the  New 
Year  with  a  blast  from  his  shotgun,  forgetting  where  he 
had  hid  two  C-notes  from  his  wife.)  According  to  the 
BEP,  mutilated  currency  can  be  exchanged  at  face  value 
if:  "1)  more  than  50%  of  a  note  is  present  and  identifiable; 
or  2)  50%  or  less  of  a  note  is  present  and  the  submitted 
evidence  justifies  the  method  of  mutilation  and  the 
U.S.  Treasury  is  satisfied  that  all  missing  portions  of  the 
currency  note  have  been  totally  destroyed."  Definitely  save 
your  ashes!

Mutilated  currency  can  be  sent  via  Registered  mail  (Dept, 
of  the  Treasury,  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing,  Office  of 
Currency  Standards,  PO  Box  37048,  Washington  DC  20013) 
or  personally  delivered  to  the  BEP,  accompanied  by  a  letter 
giving  the  estimated  value  of  the  currency,  and  explaining 
how  the  mutilation  occurred.  The  Bureau's  currency  examin¬ 
ers  are  usually  able  to  determine  value  if  the  sender  follows 
these  precautions: 

"1.  Regardless  of  the  condition  of  the  currency,  DO  NOT 
disturb  the  fragments  any  more  than  is  absolutely  necessary. 

2.  If  the  currency  is  brittle  or  inclined  to  fall  apart,  pack  it 
carefully  in  plastic  without  disturbing  the  fragments,  and 
place  the  package  in  a  secure  container. 

3.  If  the  currency  was  mutilated  in  a  purse,  box,  or  other 
container,  send  the  container  along  with  the  currency  and 
any  other  contents  that  may  have  currency  fragments  at¬ 
tached. 

4.  If  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  remove  the  fragments 
from  the  container,  send  the  container  along  with  the  cur¬ 
rency  and  any  other  contents  that  may  have  currency  frag¬ 
ments  attached. 

5.  If  the  currency  was  flat  when  mutilated,  do  not 
roll  or  fold  the  notes. 

6.  If  the  currency  was  in  a  roll  when  muti¬ 
lated,  do  not  attempt  to  unroll  or  straighten 
it  out. 

7.  If  coin  or  other  metal  is  mixed 
with  the  currency,  carefully  re¬ 
move  it.  Any  fused,  melted, 
or  otherwise  mutilated  coins 
should  be  sent  for  evaluation 
to  the:  Superintendent,  U.S. 
Mint,  PO  Box  400,  Philadel¬ 
phia  PA  19105." 

f  The  amount  of  time  elapsing 
before  you  receive  a  U.S.  Trea¬ 
sury  check  depends  upon  the 
complexity  of  the  case  and  cur¬ 
rent  workloads.  Many  cases  are 
resolved  in  less  than  four  weeks; 
if  the  Bureau  expects  it  to  take  longer,  you  will  be  contacted. 
Remember,  if  the  notes  in  the  suitcases  found  in  Uncle  Fred's 
basement  took  thirty  years  to  turn  into  mush,  it  might  take 
the  experts  a  little  time  to  sort  it  all  out.

ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

Although  almost  every  aspect  of  the  market  for  collectable  paper  money 
remains  strong,  demand  for  Large  Size  circulated  notes  is  especially  vigor¬ 
ous.  Dealers  who  attempt  to  handle  this  material  in  quantity  report  that 
notes  can  be  sold  almost  as  fast  as  they  are  acquired.  While  this  situation 
could  be  expected  to  make  most  dealers  quite  pleased,  it  should  also  be  kept 
in  mind  that  once  inventory  is  sold,  it  must  be  replaced!  Here,  dealers  report 
that  a  much  greater  challenge  is  faced.  As  one  recently  said,  "There  are 
simply  more  collectors,  than  there  are  notes  to  sell  to  them!"  The  result  of 
this  continuing  imbalance  between  supply  and  demand  is  that  prices  are 
moving  higher  for  the  circulated  items  that  are  most  in  demand. 

It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  buyers  are  not  simply  acquiring  what¬ 
ever  comes  along,  at  whatever  price  is  attached  to  it.  In  every  grade,  people 
seem  to  be  seeking  material  that  looks  nice,  regardless  of  technical  grade. 
Thus,  a  clean  Very  Fine  with  nice  margins  and  good  color  will  sell  faster 
(and  for  a  higher  price)  than  a  clean  Very  Fine  with  close  margins.  The  price 
at  which  an  item  will  sell  at  both  the  retail  and  wholesale  levels  will  depend 
on  a  number  of  factors,  of  which  grade  is  only  one.  A  Bison  Note  that  is 
indisputably  Very  Fine  may  be  purchased  by  a  dealer  for  $350,  while 
another  (also  indisputably)  Very  Fine  may  elicit  an  offer  of  only  $250  from 
the  very  same  dealer.  The  difference  in  the  actual  market  value  of  the  two 
notes  will  depend  on  factors  in  addition  to  grade,  such  as  centering,  color, 
counting  marks,  etc.  Some  collectors  find  this  concept  difficult  to  under¬ 
stand  and  seek  to  equate  grade  to  price  on  a  one  to  one  basis.  Such  buyers 
inevitably  pass  on  the  premium  piece,  because  it  is  "too  expensive",  and 
instead  purchase  an  apparent  bargain  that  is  priced  to  reflect  factors  that 
reduce  its  actual  commercial  value.  As  greater  numbers  of  buyers  focus  on 
the  eye-appeal  factors  (that  enhance  or  diminish  value  based  on  their  pres¬ 
ence  or  absence),  a  wider  spread  of  commercial  values  within  a  grade 
category  can  occur,  as  well  as  an  overlapping  of  prices  from  grade  to 
grade. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

The  comments  made  above,  with  respect  to  the  importance  of  "eye- 
appeal"  (in  addition  to  grade)  as  a  factor  in  determining  prices,  are  espe¬ 
cially  true  in  this  area.  Indeed,  the  overlapping  of  prices  between  grades, 
with  a  nicer-looking  example  of  a  lower  grade  fetching  more  than  a  'less' 
attractive  example  in  a  higher  grade,  is  perhaps  stronger  here  than  for  any  of 
the  areas  reported  in  the  Currency  Dealer  Newsletter.  While  most  of  the 
price  increases  here  are  taking  place  in  the  circulated  grades,  the  market  for 
Uncirculated  material  remains  quite  active.  Unlike  the  circulated  end  of  the 
spectrum,  however,  where  there  simply  aren't  enough  notes  to  go  around  at 
current  levels,  the  upper  end  of  the  continuum  is  experiencing  a  rough 
balance  between  supply  and  demand,  and  prices  are  thus  relatively  stable. 
One  exception  is  for  the  very  nicest  Gem  notes,  those  standout  pieces  that 
dealers  are  able  to  offer  only  from  time  to  time.  Such  notes  typically  sell  for 
premiums  above  the  wholesale  Gem  levels  reported  here,  simply  because 
they  are  so  nice. 


SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

Activity  here  remains  largely  unchanged  from  that  reported  last  month. 
Buyers  are  less  interested  in  items  simply  as  representatives  of  their  type, 
and  are  instead  focusing  on  specialty  material.  Mules,  scarcer  blocks,  rarer 
Star  Notes,  experimental  blocks,  etc.,  are  much  more  in  demand  than  a 
casual  perusal  of  the  largely  stable  Greensheet  price  columns  would  reflect. 
Many  Small  Size  collectors  become  serious  students  of  the  field  and  develop 
considerable  specialized  knowledge.  This  knowledge  translates  into  a  focus 
on  scarcer  varieties  within  an  overall  design  type.  Indeed,  it  is  not  unusual 
to  find  collectors  who  lack  the  most  common  varieties  of  a  particular  item 
and  instead  have  purchased  only  the  less  available  (and  hence  more  expen¬ 
sive)  varieties  within  a  given  overall  type. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

The  market  here  is  also  largely  unchanged  from  recent  trends.  Excep¬ 
tionally  nice  Gem  quality  notes  will  sell  for  premiums  double  the  levels  of 
material  only  slightly  less  in  quality.  Really  superb  Fractional  is  in  very  short 
supply,  and  collectors  and  dealers  who  realize  this  have  created  a  virtually 
separate  market,  where  truly  exceptional  pieces  trade  at  levels  incomprehen¬ 
sible  to  those  who  don't  understand  the  rarity  of  the  very  nicest  quality.  At 
the  opposite  end  of  the  quality  spectrum,  the  very  cheapest  items  are  also  in 
strong  demand.  The  in-between  notes,  especially  the  'not-very-nice-look- 
ing'  Uncirculated  material  with  "eye-appeal"  problems  (such  as  poor  cen¬ 
tering),  are  much  less  in  demand  and  even  somewhat  weak. 

NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

This  area  is  largely  unchanged  over  the  past  several  years  in  terms  of  the 
structure  of  its  market.  Collectors  are  willing  to  pay  sometimes  "unbeliev¬ 
able"  premiums  for  truly  rare  notes  from  the  states  in  which  they  specialize. 
This  type  of  collector,  who  knows  what  he  wants  and  has  the  resources  to 
back  up  his  collecting  preferences,  defines  the  value  levels  for  'his'  state.  If  a 
new  entrant  to  the  market  for  Ohio  notes  (now  generally  considered  to  be  on 
the  "quiet"  side)  makes  it  clear  that  he  is  dedicated  to  forming  a  first  class 
collection,  his  willingness  to  pay  will  redefine  the  value  levels  for  this  state 
(and  do  it  in  short  order!).  What  had  been  worth  $500  might  now  be  worth 
$700,  simply  because  there  is  now  a  buyer  whose  purchasing  behavior 
indicates  that  he  will  pay  a  particular  level  for  what  he  wants.  Those  with 
less  aggressive  appetites  may  shake  their  heads  a  bit  and  lament  that  the 
newcomer  is  "paying  too  much,"  but  that  perception  will  be  formed  only  by 
their  unwillingness  to  match  the  new  levels. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  market  for  Obsolete  Notes  seems  to  be  continuing  its  evolution 
towards  resembling  the  National  Bank  Note  area.  Collectors  increasingly 
want  just  the  "right"  notes  from  their  particular  state,  with  less  attraction  for 
"just  about  anything  interesting".  Stocks  and  Bonds  continue  their  overall 
upward  trend  as  more  buyers  discover  an  area  where  numerous,  beautifully 
engraved  items  can  be  purchased  in  the  lower  price  ranges. 

AUCTIONS 

The  National  and  World  Paper  Money  Convention  will  be  held  Novem¬ 
ber  12,  13,  14  at  the  Cervantes  Convention  Center  in  downtown  St.  Louis. 
The  official  convention  auction  will  be  held  by  Lyn  Knight.  The  nearly  1,700 
lot  sale  will  include  a  broad  range  of  different  types  of  material  in  varving 
price  ranges,  and  will  provide  an  interesting  test  of  market  levels.  Also 
approaching  is  the  Currency  Auctions  of  America  sale  to  be  held  in  Orlando, 
Florida,  on  January  7-8,  which  will  likely  be  in  excess  of  2,000  lots  covering 
a  broad  array  of  material. 
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U.S.  Notes  (Legal  Tender) 

When  the  Market  is  Good , 

It's  Very ,  Very  Good 

For  several  years,  the  currency  market  has  been  growing  very  nicely  — 
that  is  to  say,  the  number  of  collectors  has  been  growing  nicely,  and  Bids 
have  been  rising  proportionately.  In  this  collector-driven  market.  Bids  have 
been  increasing  because  of  increased  demand  for  notes  which  can  best  be 
described  as  'nifty  pieces  of  history  at  very  attractive  prices'.  Even  though 
the  primary  motivation  for  these  buyers  has  very  little  to  do  with  "financial 
gain",  everyone  is  aware  that  a  gently  rising  market  can  generate  long-term 
profits,  as  well  as  the  rewards  of  the  pleasure  of  collecting. 

Greensheet  readers  may  not  be  aware  of  an  article  that  we  published  in 
the  Coin  Dealer  Newsletter  Monthly  Supplement  of  June  1993,  detailing  the 
spreads  between  adjacent  grades  in  the  coin  market  (which  included  a  brief 
survey  of  the  currency  numbers).  As  you  might  expect,  buying  quality  in 
currency  is  a  lot  'cheaper'  than  buying  higher  grades  in  coins.  In  fact,  more 
than  one  currency  dealer  has  specifically  attributed  currency's  growth  to  the 
reasonableness  of  price  spreads. 

So,  just  how  well  has  the  currency  market  been  performing  these  last 
four  years?  Our  selection  of  a  January  1990  comparison  date  is  purely 
arbitrary  -  as  the  market  was  already  advancing  nicely,  an  earlier  date 
would  have  showed  even  greater  increases.  We  compared  Bid  for  each 
Large  Sized  U.S.  Note  (Legal  Tender)  listed  in  the  Greensheet,  and  com¬ 
pared  it  to  the  current  Bid.  First  we  looked  at  the  average  percentage  gain  by

grade,  and  were  gratified  to  find  that  the 
greatest  gains  were  made  in  the  collector 
grades:  VG,  up  58%  on  average;  F,  up  47%; 
VF,  up  55%;  XF,  up  44%;  AU,  up  35%;  CU, 
up  18%;  Choice  CU,  up  17%;  Gem  CU,  up 
9%.  Graphed,  the  percentage  increases  by 
grade  show  the  clear  results  of  a  collector- 
driven  market. 

Next,  we  looked  at  some  of  the  leading 
individual  notes,  and  the  increases  racked 
up  over  the  last  four  years.  Again,  these 
are  notes  that  are  available  in  the  market¬ 
place,  with  most  starting  under  a  budget- 
bearable  $1,000. 

The  contrarian  will  look  at  this  list,  and 
the  average  35%  earned  by  the  Large  Size 
U.S.  Notes,  and  want  to  buy  the  issues 
least  in  demand.  The  conservative  inves¬ 
tor  will  seek  notes  with  a  proven  track 
record  of  growth.  And  the  collector  who 
has  fueled  this  rally  with  his  purchases, 
will  look  for  attractive  specimens  with 
plenty  of  eye  appeal  that  he  needs  in  his 
collection.

GRADING 

An  almost  perfect  note.  Better  than  average  margins.  No  aging  or  fading. 

A  nice  new  note  but  not  quite  Gem.  Centering  may  be  a  little  off.  May  show  some  aging  or  light  counting  smudges  or  wrinkles. 

No  trace  of  circulation.  Can  have  centering  problems,  pin  holes,  counting  smudges,  wrinkles,  close  margins,  or  a  corner  tip  fold  (not  into  design). 
(Almost  new)  These  will  be  much  the  same  as  a  "new"  note  except  for  a  single  fold  or  several  corner  folds. 

Circulated;  may  have  some  folds;  still  has  some  crispness. 

Some  circulation;  may  show  several  folds  and  will  have  lost  some  of  its  crispness  and  color. 

Well-circulated  with  little  crispness  remaining;  edges  may  be  rough. 

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems

MARKET  STRENGTH  CONTINUES 

INTEREST  FOCUSES  ON  LARGE  SIZE  NOTES 


ACTIVITY 

.  .  .across  the  market 

by  Kevin  Foley 

The  National  and  World  Paper  Money  Convention,  held  in  early  November 
in  St.  Louis,  and  the  Lyn  Knight  auction  (held  in  conjunction  with  the  conven¬ 
tion)  confirmed  the  strength  of  the  market  for  collectable  paper  money.  The 
consensus  of  booth  holders  at  the  show  was  that  there  was  significant  commercial 
activity  at  both  the  wholesale  and  retail  levels.  The  most  often  heard  complaint 
was  the  inability  of  some  dealers  to  fill  Want  Lists  at  their  perception  of  current 
wholesale  levels.  In  a  strong  market  with  vigorous  demand,  this  is  not  at  all 
unusual.  The  primary  source  of  supply  for  most  dealers  is  other  dealers.  When 
selling  dealers  are  confident  that  a  collector  market  exists  for  their  offerings,  they 
typically  price  items  wholesale  at  or  very  near  their  retail  price  objectives.  In  a 
weaker  market,  dealers  seeking  to  buy  from  other  dealers  have  a  much  easier 
time  filling  Want  Lists,  since  selling  dealers  have  fewer  potential  buyers  for  items 
in  their  inventory. 

While  collector-oriented  material  in  the  lower  price  ranges  sold  with  special 
vigor  in  St.  Louis,  perhaps  the  real  story  was  activity  in  the  auction.  In  recent 
months,  this  column  has  commented  on  the  willingness  of  dealers  to  pay  well 
above  Bid  for  premium-quality  uncirculated  pieces.  In  the  November  Currency 
Dealer  Newsletter,  Gem  Bid  for  the  $5  1896  Silver  Certificate  was  $3,400.  Lot  909 
in  the  Knight  sale  was  a  Fr.  270,  the  scarcest  of  the  three  $5  1896  Silver  Certificate 
signatures,  which  sold  to  a  dealer  for  $4,730.  While  those  present  thought  this 
was  a  strong  price,  they  were  unaware  that  the  purchaser  was,  in  fact,  willing  to 
pay  $5,250  —  nearly  $2,000  higher  than  the  previous  common  Bid  level.  Quality 
&  rarity  do  count!  The  convention  auction  also  confirmed  the  market  for  well- 
circulated  Friedberg  number  rarities.  Lot  852,  one  of  three  (or  potentially  four) 
known  of  this  specific  variety,  sold  for  $3,630  against  a  $l,000-$2,000  estimate. 
Described  as  Good-Very  Good,  it  would  have  had  a  value  closer  to  $100  if  it  had 
been  the  Fr.  61a  (the  common  example  of  its  overall  design  type).  Again,  this  note 
sold  to  a  dealer,  who  obviously  purchased  based  on  the  expectation  of  resale  at  a 
still  higher  price.  The  winning  bidder  faced  competition  from  the  floor  from  yet 
another  dealer,  who  obviously  shared  the  winner's  opinion  of  the  commercial 
potential  of  this  rarity. 

LARGE  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

As  commented  above,  Lyn  Knight's  auction  in  St.  Louis  confirmed  that 
dealers  are  willing  to  pay  (in  some  instances)  whatever  it  takes  to  acquire  notes 
they  feel  they  need,  either  for  customers  or  inventory  offerings.  Already  men¬ 
tioned  was  the  sale  of  a  Gem  $5  1896  Silver  Certificate  for  $4,730.  Another  Gem  of 
the  same  design  type  sold  for  $4,125  in  the  auction;  both  results  are  well  in 
advance  of  the  previous  Bid  level,  which  had  been  stable  for  some  time.  Similar 
results  were  evident  for  other  higher-quality  notes  in  the  auction.  Lot  903,  a  Gem 
$5  1886  Silver  Certificate,  sold  for  $2,640;  Gem  Bid  here  had  previously  been 
$2,100.  Two  other  impressive  results  were  obtained  for  the  Fr.  123  Legal  Tender 
Notes  in  the  St.  Louis  auction.  Lot  874,  a  Gem  Fr.  123  sold  for  $2,640  against 
November's  Gem  Bid  of  $2,100.  Lot  875,  a  Choice  note  of  the  same  number, 
brought  $2,035  against  November's  Bid  for  the  grade  of  $1 ,550.  Both  sales  were  to 
a  dealer. 

These  sales  demonstrate  that  there  is  real  (rather  than  illusory)  strength  at  the 
upper-end  of  the  market.  Not  quite  so  obvious,  but  even  more  important,  how¬ 
ever,  is  the  confirmation  they  give  to  another  behavior  reported  here:  there  is  no 
single  correct  value  for  a  note  based  solely  on  its  grade.  One  exceptionally  nice 
Gem  $5  Educational  in  the  St.  Louis  sale  brought  $4,730  while  another  in  the 


same  grade  sold  for  $4,125.  Both  were  unquestionable  Gems,  so  how  can  this  be? 
The  answer  is  simply  that  buyers  see  items  through  different  eyes,  and  buy  based 
on  the  factors  most  important  to  them.  One  dealer  may  emphasize  margins  as  the 
factor  moving  him  to  pay  premium  prices.  Another  may  focus  on  embossing, 
while  a  third  may  be  more  impressed  by  some  other  factor.  The  result  is  that 
different  people  will  offer  widely-varying  prices  for  the  same  item.  In  asking  the 
question  "How  much  is  it  worth?",  it  is  all  too  easy  to  lose  sight  of  this  fact. 
Beginners  especially  tend  to  seek  the  certainty  of  determining  a  grade  and  then 
translating  that  grade  directly  to  the  "correct"  price  at  which  they  should  be 
buying.  It  is  not  at  all  unusual  for  such  a  buyer  to  also  expect  that  he  should  be 
able  to  instantly  resell  his  newly  acquired  item  at  the  same  price  he  just  paid,  and 
to  suspect  unfair  treatment  if  this  is  not  possible.  Buyers  should  particularly  keep 
in  mind  that  notes  of  the  same  technical  grade  will  have  actual  commercial 
values  which  will  be  more  in  a  range,  rather  than  at  a  specific  number.  These 
ranges  can  sometimes  overlap  from  grade  to  grade,  so  that  a  better-looking  note 
of  a  lower  grade  may  sell  for  more  than  a  'not-so-nice'-appearing  note  of  a  higher 
grade. 

SMALL  SIZE  TYPE  NOTES 

While  there  are  few  price  changes  to  report  here,  the  Small  Size  market 
continues  to  attract  new  buyers.  Entry-level  material  exists  in  such  abundance 
that  levels  will  likely  remain  stable  for  some  time.  Those  spending  larger  sums  on 
Small  Size  tend  to  be  more  advanced,  and  focus  on  scarcer  varieties  and  better 
Star  Notes.  Readers  are  cautioned  that  the  emphasis  with  the  Star  Note  buyer  is 
with  better  Star  numbers,  and  not  large  quantities  of  common  notes.  By  defini¬ 
tion,  scarcer  items  exist  in  small  quantities,  and  buyers  should  not  make  the 
mistake  of  thinking  that  common  Stars  enjoy  vigorous  demand  also.  Error  notes 
are  perhaps  hotter  than  at  any  time  in  our  memory.  The  more  unusual  and 
bizarre  the  error,  the  greater  the  premium.  More  and  more  errors  are  finding 
their  way  into  auction  offerings,  as  sellers  realize  that  this  is  a  great  way  to  make 
contact  with  the  strongest  buyers. 

FRACTIONAL  CURRENCY 

The  buyer  emphasis  here  is  focused  on  the  extremes  of  the  market.  The  very 
best  quality,  the  greatest  rarities,  and  the  very  worst  quality  remain  most  in- 
demand.  The  lower-end  material  is  being  purchased  by  dealers  who  are  often 
supplying  non-traditional  numismatic  buyers,  such  as  flea  market  or  antique 
outlets.  These  dealer  buyers  are  often  able  to  pay  in  excess  of  the  retail  prices  that 
numismatic  collectors  feel  are  appropriate.  The  result  is  that  lower-end  Frac¬ 
tional  material  is  leaving  traditional  numismatic  circles,  to  be  purchased  by  other 
buyers  who  value  it  at  a  higher  level.  The  very  best  quality  notes  are  salable  in 
advance  of  Bid  levels  reported  here.  Buyers  are  willing  to  "stretch"  to  acquire 
items  they  feel  they  may  not  have  an  opportunity  to  purchase  again  for  some 
time.  The  same  is  true  of  rarer  Friedberg  numbers,  which  can  sell  for  many 
multiples  of  their  more  common  type  prices.  Beginning  collectors  can  sometimes 
be  shocked  when  they  ask  a  price  on  a  Fractional  note  and  are  quoted  a  level  300- 
400%  above  what  they  expected  to  pay.  They  are  simply  being  exposed  to  the 
marketplace  reality  that  dealers  tend  to  price  material  for  the  strongest  buyers 
rather  than  the  weakest.  While  a  Gem  Justice  Note  with  typical  centering  for  the 
issue  may  sell  for  $500,  the  same  note  with  the  almost  never-found  four  full- 
margins  will  generally  sell  for  a  substantial  premium  above  that.  The  less  ad¬ 
vanced  collector  may  not  realize  what  factors  enter  into  establishing  such  a  price 
structure  and  will  walk  away  wondering  whether  he  or  the  seller  have  taken 
leave  of  their  senses.  The  answer  to  this  sense  of  wonderment  is  that  dealers  price 
items  based  on  what  the  strongest  buyers  have  repeatedly  communicated  that 
they  are  willing  to  pay  (communicated  by  purchasing  items  or  not  purchasing 
them  at  particular  levels).  This  is  especially  true  for  Fractional  Currency,  where 
specialists  literally  "throw  the  price  guides  away"  when  they  find  an  item  they 
know  from  experience  to  be  rare,  either  as  a  specific  issue  or  for  its  quality  within 
an  issue.

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NATIONAL  BANK  NOTES 

Nationals  remain  very  much  as  they  have  been  for  some  time,  i.e.  two 
separate  and  largely  independent  marketplaces.  One  group  of  buyers  focuses  on 
quality  and  condition,  while  the  other  is  more  excited  by  bank  rarity.  The 
condition  buyer  is  becoming  increasingly  frustrated  in  his  quest  for  material, 
especially  for  uncirculated  Large  Size  Nationals.  There  appears  to  be  a  real 
supply  crunch  taking  place  here.  While  Third  Charter  Nationals  in  Uncirculated 
condition  could  regularly  be  found  for  $100-$150  not  too  long  ago,  even  today's 
higher  levels  seem  unable  to  call  forth  significant  additional  supplies  from  their 
hiding  places.  Higher  prices  can  be  expected  here  as  buyers  resign  themselves  to 
the  fact  that  notes  are

Another  Market  Segment

The  article  on  U.S.  Notes  (Legal  Tender)  in  last  month's  Greensheet,  demon¬ 
strating  the  long-term  strength  of  that  segment  of  the  U.S.  Currency  market, 
seems  to  have  'caught  the  eye'  of  more  than  a  few  dealers  and  collectors.  Several 
commented,  in  fact,  that  they  were  sincerely  hoping  that  it  wouldn't  attract  the 
attention  of  "investors".  Whether  it  is  a  valid  fear  or  not. 


simply  not  coming  on 
the  market  in  any 
quantity  at  present 
levels. 

The  Nationals 
market  focusing  on 
bank-rarity  remains 
especially  strong. 

Participants  here 
need  to  constantly 
keep  abreast  of  which 
states  or  areas  within 
a  state  are  most  in  de¬ 
mand.  Doing  so  takes 
considerable  effort, 
but  is  more  than  am¬ 
ply  rewarded.  Spe¬ 
cialist  buyers  can  of¬ 
ten  purchase  notes 
from  the  less-in¬ 
formed  at  small  frac¬ 
tions  of  their  actual 
present  commercial 
value  (in  a  sale  to  the 
strongest  collector 
buyers).  At  the  same  time,  some  dealers  trying  to  duplicate  these  same  results 
can  just  as  easily  purchase  yesterday's  "hot"  note  for  many  multiples  of  its 
present  value,  and  ultimately  sustain  a  significant  loss  after  holding  the  note  for 
a  protracted  period. 

MISCELLANEOUS 

The  Stock  and  Bond  market  continues  to  attract  new  entrants.  The  growing 
popularity  of  this  area  can  perhaps  be  seen  in  the  fact  that,  for  the  first  time  ever, 
an  auction  devoted  solely  to  Stocks  and  Bonds  was  held  in  St.  Louis  during  the 
National  and  World  Paper  Money  Convention.  Sponsored  by  Scott  Winslow,  it 
may  indicate  a  greater  level  of  future  participation  and  interest  in  the  St.  Louis 
show  by  Stock  and  Bond  collectors  and  dealers  than  has  been  the  case  in  the  past. 

AUCTIONS 

Upcoming  sales  with  significant  offerings  of  paper  money  include  Stack's 
early  December  event  and  Currency  Auctions  of  America's  2,700  plus  lot  sale  to 
be  held  in  Orlando  on  January  7  and  8.  The  Florida  sale  will  provide  a  real  basis 
for  determining  price  levels  for  a  wide  array  of  different  types  and  conditions  of 
material,  as  it  is  particularly  comprehensive  in  its  offerings. 


both  dealers  and  collectors  of  paper  money  feel  very 
strongly  that  it  is  the  relative  absence  of  investors  that  has 
made  Currency  such  a  rewarding  hobby  (and  as  a  direct 
corollary,  such  a  good  'investment').  Kevin  Foley,  in  his 
closely-followed  ACTIVITY...  across  the  market  columns, 
has  made  this  very  point  on  many  occasions.  This  is  a 
collector-driven  market,  and  with  demand  growing  over 
the  years.  Bid  prices  have  risen  accordingly. 

We  received  several  requests  to  do  a  similar  charting 
on  the  Large  Size  Silver  Certificates,  arguably  one  of  the 
most  important  segments  of  collectable  currency.  When 
paper  collectors  (and  numismatists  in  general)  think  of 
their  favorite  notes,  so  many  will  be  found  here!  The 
Education  Trio  of  1896  ($1,  $2  &  $5),  is  believed  by  many 
(including  this  author)  to  be  the  supreme  achievement  of 
American  engraving  art.  The  $5  "Onepapa"  (Running  An¬ 
telope)  note  of  1899.  The  $5  Lincoln  'porthole'  of  1923, 
which  makes  up  in  curiosity  what  it  lacks  in  beauty.  And 
last  if  not  least,  the  $1  Washingtons  of  1923,  the  notes  that 
started  many  a  collector  on  the  most  rewarding  hobby  of  a 
lifetime. 

We  have  repeated  the  January  1990  date  for  compari¬ 
son,  and  as  we  explained  last  month,  this  was  an  arbitrary 
selection.  An  earlier  date  would  have  produced  even  more 
impressive  returns;  again,  we  are  not  attempting  to  posi¬ 
tion  Currency  as  an  "investment  opportunity".  It  is  sufficient  to  note  that  it  is  the 
collectors  who  provide  the  demand,  pay  the  prices,  and  enjoy  the  purchases. 
Since  virtually  all  of  them  are  collecting  for  the  long-term,  we  are  sincerely 
pleased  that  their  hobby  has  also  provided  them  with  a  long-term  opportunity 
for  profit,  even  if  that  was  not  their  motivation. 

Across  the  columns.  Silver  Certificates  increased  an  average  of  33%  over  the 
four  years  surveyed.  As  was  also  the  case  with  the  Legal  Tender  Notes  covered 
last  month,  it  was  the  lower-grade  Silver  Certificates  that  produced  the  best 
returns!  Moving  across  the  chart  by  grade,  the  Silver  Certificates  produced  the 
following  average  increases:  VG,  62%;  F,  48%;  VF,  52%;  XF,  43%;  AU,  32%;  CU, 
15%;  Choice  CU,  9%;  Gem  CU,  2%.  The  graph  of  these  numbers  would  look  very 
similar  to  that  for  the  Legal  Tender  issues.  Not  only  is  this  market  collector- 
driven,  it  is  being  driven  by  collectors  who  don't  feel  obligated  to  buy  only  the 
highest  quality  notes!  These  buyers  know  what  they  want,  know  what  they  like, 
and  express  their  demand  for  attractive  specimens  with  plenty  of  eye-appeal  — 
that  is  today's  currency  market.  And  as  Frank  Nowak  wrote  in  that  Jan. 
1990  Greensheet,  "Of  course,  most  collectors  look  also  at  the  investment  view¬ 
point  but  it's  a  fun  investment,  a  pride  of  possession,  and  that's  the  differ¬ 
ence".

Will  be  fairly  well-soiled;  may  be  significantly  worn;  might  have  roughness  around  the  edges  with  only  minute  problems
